NO DEMOCRATIC MAJORITY | 


Populists Hold the Balance of 
Power. 


REED STEPS DOWN 


Democratic Gains in New York, Penn- 
sylvania, Indiana, and Illinois 
Contribute to the Result. 


The election has deprived the Republicans 
of control of the House of Representatives, 
and has apparently given it to the com- 
bined Democrats and Populists by a small 
majority that may be increased consider- 
ably by later returns, 

The Senate will be Republican, without 
doubt, by from ten to twelve majority. Cali- 
fornia is in doubt as to its Legislature, ‘but 


the failure to gain that State will not ma- 
terially change the new division of the 
Senate. 

Democratic gains in New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, Indiana, Ohio, and in lesser degree 
in other States, have contributed to deprive 
the Republicans of their supremacy in the 
House, and will deprive the Congress of the 
presence of Thomas B. Reed in the Speak- 
er’s chair, : 

The Democrats have held all their “ solid.”’ 
States, and all through the South have made 
gains, notably in districts from which Re- 
Ppublicans were seated in the last Congress 
©n contests triea by the Elections Committee 
of the House. 

The Populists in Congress may hold the 
balance of power. They do not appear to 
have made decided gains, but, holding their 
Own, they will be strong enough, the Demo- 
crats lacking a clear majority. to dictate in 
the organization and administration of the 
House. , 

The Democrats, by late reports, elect 165 
Representatives, the Republicans 167, and 
ell others 25, the Democrats and Populists 
combined thus having the numbers to out- 
vote the Republicans, who lack twelve of a 
majority, and seem likely to lose some of 
the members given to them by early re- 
ports. The Democrats may yet secure a 
sufficient additional number of members to 
give them a small majority. If the division 
is close in the Fifty-sixth Congress, the 
Demorcats and Populists will surely com- 
jmp dl unseat Republicans if desirable to 

Joseph H. Walker, Chairman of the Bank- 
ing and Currency Committee of the House 
of Representatives in Congress, who gained 
election in 1896 by a majority of 11,808, was 
defeated in the Third Congressional District 
by John R. Thayer, (Dem.,) whose sound- 
money leanirgs gained him a plurality of 
less than 100. The Democrats are jubilant,

THE NEW LEGISLATURE 


Strong Democratic Delegations Re- 


turned from the Varigus Boroughs 
—The Voting in Detail. : 


Augustus Van Wyck, the Democratic can- 
didate for Governor, carried the city by 
80,771 plurality. 

In the Boroughs of Manhattan and Bronx 
his plurality is about 60,121. 

In the Borough of Brooklyn his plurality 
was 16,386. 

In the Borough of Queens his plurality 
was 2,271. 

In the Borough of Richmond his plurality 
was 1,993. 

These totals are not complete, a few 
election districts in each borough being miss- 
ing, but they will not materially aiter the 
result, 

The judiciary contest in the Borough of 
Manhattan and Bronx regulted in the elec- 
tion of George P. Andrews, James Fitz- 
gerald, and David Leventritt, the Tammany 
candidates. 

In the Second Judicial District it is prob- 
able that A. F. Jenks and J. T. Marean, 
the Democratic candidates, have been 
elected.

COL. ROOSEVELT INFORMED. 


OYSTER BAY, Nov 8—Col. Theodore 
Roosevelt was notified to-night of his vic- 
tory by a telegram from Chairman Odell of 
the Republican State Committee, saying he 
had been elected Governor by from 30,000 
to 40,000 plurality. 

Col, Roosevelt was at his home in Cove 
Neck, surrounded by his family and some 
friends. After arriving here in the after- 
noon from the city he spent the evening 
quietly waiting for the returns to come in. 
News reached the telephone office in Oyster 
Bay before the dispatches from New York 
were sent to Col Roosevelt’s house. 

A party of 1.ewspaper men, as soon as the 
first information came that he had been 
elected, drove t> his house and informed 
him that he was to be the next Governor. of 
New York State.» Mrx Reosevelt™was asked 
to make a statement outlining his future 
plans, but he latighingiy replied that he 
wanted. to be first sure that he had been 
elected. Late at night, however, after all 
doubt as to nis election had been removed, 
he said: 

“IT appreciate the honor very deeply, and 
I appreciate even more deeply the responsi- 
bility involved in the honor. I shall do all 
in my power to redéem every promise I 


made, expressed, or implied. I am a good 
Republican, and I believe I can serve the 
Republican, Party by doing everything I 
can to help it serve tne State. I shall strive 
to administer the office of Governor in the 
interests of the whole people. It is by so 
doing that Iecan best show my appreciation 
of the support given me by the independents 
and Democrats wno have themselves put 
the welfare of the State first, declining to 
follow those of their leaders who in this 
crisis either ranged themselves outright on 
the side of the ferces of dishonesty or else 
supported them in effect by standing aside 
from the real contest."’ 

This from Senator ‘Lodge of Massachu- 
setts, is the first message of any sort that 
came directly to Col. Roosevelt: 


‘*Hon. Theodore Roosevelt, Oyster Bay, L.I.: 
. “ Your election is a great victory for good 
government and for patriotic, wise Amer- 
ican policies both at home and abroad. 
Every good wish and hope, every congratu- 
lation goes to you from me and mine. 
HENRY C. LODGE.” 

Col. Roosevelt was congratulated by those 
present, and up to the time the telegraph 
office closed there .was a flood of con- 
gratulatory. telegrams for the successful 
candidate. 

Col. Roosevelt arrived from New York on 
the afternoon train. He was accompanied 
by District. Attorney William J. Youngs and 
a few others, and as he got off the trajn he 
was cheered by a crowd of enthusiastic ad- 
mirers. The Colonel bowed and lifted his 
hat, and then expressed a desire to go di- 
rect to the polling place in the Fifth Dis- 
trict, which was in Fisher’s Hall, on Main 
Street. 

The candidate was accompanied to the 
polling place by District Attorney Youngs, 
and was cheered as he entered the building. 
Col. Roosevelt cast his ballot at once. He 
then shook hands with several citizens and 
said he was going home to rest. He said 
his trip up the State yesterday was a very 
successful one, and he felt confident as to 
the result. Col. Roosevelt then got into his 
own private carriage and was driven to his 
home at Cove Neck. 

His voice troubled him from the heavy 
strain of a month of constant speech-mak- 
ing, and he looked tired and careworn. He, 
however, insisted that he felt very well, 
and wore a confident smile as he bowed to 
his neighbors and fellow-townsmen while 
en route to his home. 


AT THE DEMOCRATIC CLUB. 


Richard Croker will not concede that Van 
Wyck is defeated. He said at 1 o’clock at 
the Democratic Club that the result was 
likely to be close, and: he depends on the 
soldier vote, of which he claims Van Wyck 
will receive two-thirds. When the report of 
the election of Chanler, Levy, and Cum- 
mings was confirmed they were heartily 
cheered and all made short speeches. 

Bx-Gov. Flower called on Mr. Croker 
about 8:30 o’clock; and at midnight was still 
with him. P. H. MeCarren.also remained 
at the club until a late hour. At midnight 
a great many had gone away, though not 


convinced that Van Wyck was. defeated. 
There was a general expression of doubt in 
the club and nearly all the members were 
not willing to’believe that Roosevelt had 
been elected, ~ 

The club was brilliantly lighted all the 
evening, and there was a large number of 
members and’ Tammany leaders present. 
Richard Croker arrived at 6 o’clock and 
went at once to the library.. A. long dis- 
tance telephone had been ed up in the 
room for him. Accompanying Mr. Croker 
were his private secretary Thomas Smith, 
ex-Mayor Hugh J. Grant, Perry Belmont

CANTON, Ohio, Nov 8—President Mce- 
Kinley reached Canton at 9:25 A. M. on 
a special train over the Pennsylvania line, 
occupying the car Cleopatra.. Accompany- 
ing him were Mre McKinley, Gen. Hast- 
ings, Assistant Secretary Cortelyou, and 
Stenographer Rudolph Foster. A number 
of the President’s old friends were at the 


station to meet him, and gave him a 
etal although entirely informal, greet- 
ng. 

The fact that his train was not expected 
until an hour later, according to announce- 
ments.) caused many. people who had ex- 
pected to be at the station to miss the 
train. The party took carriages.«and were 
driven to the M. C. Barber home, where 
Mrs. McKinley joined her sister, Mrs. Bar- 


er, 

The President merely exchanged greet- 
ings at the heuse, ard then proceeded to 
discharge the duty that had brought him 
to Canton—to cast his vote. Accompanied 
eight o. ten of his old friends, he start- 
ed for the polling place of his precinct in 
the First Wara, three blocks ower. walk- 
fag there and buck, responding to the greet- 
ings of feiends along tae way, The voting

immell, Here the President eeted the 

udges and other elelction officials with a 

earty handshake. His registration num- 
ber was called out as No. 192, and he was 
handed ballot No. 133. It wae 9:54 when 
he entered the bocth. The curtain inclos- 
ing the booth caught over his left shoulder 
and was allowed to hang there, leaving the 
President in full view as he prepared his 
ballot. He laid his silk hat on the shelf 
of.the booth and proceeded to look over the 
big blanket ballot. He called on one of 
the judges for a littte information, then 
marked his ballot and came out to de- 
posit it, 

“ William McKinley,” called out the re- 
ceiving judge who took the ballot, omitting 
the street and number of the voter. The 
President had been in the booth just one 
minute and six seconds. 


PITTSBURG, Nov. 8.—President McKin- 
ley and party. reached Pittsburg on the 
return trip from Canton at 6:45 this even- 
ing on a specia: train, which made the run 
from Canton in about three hours and a 
half. The trip to this city was without in- 
eident other than that at several towns 
along the road large crowds had gathered, 
aud the President was heartily eheered as 
the train swept past. Upon arrival here 
the President was met by a. representative 
of The Associated Press, who gave him the 
meagre returns up to that hour. 

Mr. McKinley declined to make any com- 
ment upon the news, but expressed satis- 
faction over the “ Republican weather ” 
generally prevailing throughout the East, 
and said it would be worth thousands of 
votes. At this point the special train was 
abandoned, and the President’s car Cleo- 
patra was attached to the regular train 
which left for Washington at 7:05 P. M. 
and will reach the capital at 7:40 o’clock to- 
morrow morn:ng,.

SOME VERY CLOSE CONTESTS 


New Jersey Elects Voorhees, Repub- 
lican, by About 15,000 Plurailty. 


Michigan Elects Pingree and Pennsyl- 
vania Stone—Illinois Goes Repub- 
lican, but Minnesota May Have 
Elected Lind, Democrat, 


for Governor. 


Se far as it is able to determine at the 
present writing, the general result of the 
elections throughout the States of the Union 
may be summed up as follows: 


In Michigan Gov. Pingree has been elect- 
ed by about 50,000 plurality. Twelve Re- 
publican Congressmen have been elected 

Ohio has been carried by the Republicans 
by a plurality in the neighborhood of 55,000, 
Fifteen out of 21 Congressmen are Repub- 
lican, 

Illinois is conceded to the Republicans by 
a good majority, though substantial gains 
seem to have been made by the Democrats 
in: Congress and in the Lower House. 

In Iowa, the Republican State ticket is 
elected by not less than 50,000. Every Con- 
gressional district, with the possible excep- 
tion of the Second and Sixth, will be Re- 
publican, 

In Missouri the Democratic plurality on 
the State and Congressional tickets will-be 
about as it was in. 1896. 

Minnesota has probably 
(Dem.) for Governor. 

Iir North Carolina six Democratic Con- 
gressmen are apparently elected, and the 
Legislature is Democratic. 

In South Carolina there was no contest for 
State officers, the Democrats winning every- 
thing. All the districts elect Democratic 
Congressmen, 

Rhode Island has elected Republicans for 
its two Congressmen, but by slightly re- 
duced majorities, 

In West Virginia the Republicans claim 
the Legislature and four Congressmen, The 
Democrats claim two Congressmen with 
strong hopes of getting three. 

Massachusetts has gone Republican. Three 
Democratic Congressmen and ten Repub- 
licans have been *elected—a gain of two 


Democrats. 

In Pennsylvania the Republican candidate 
for Governor, William A. Stone, has been 
elected by at least 150,000. The Legislature 
is believed to favor Quay. In the Congres- 
sional delegation there will be about six 
Democrats, with the remainder Republican. 

Connecticut has gone Republican by less 
than 20,000—a falling off from 52,000 im 1896. 
The entire Congressional delegation, four 
in all, will be Republican. There is a heavy 
Republican majority in the State Senate 

New Hampshire is Republican by possibly 
8,000 plurality, as against about 20,000 in 
1896. Both Congressmen will be Republic- 
an. The State Legislature will be Republic- 
an by a large majority. 

New Jersey has elected Voorhees, Repub- 
lican, for Governor, by about 15.000 plurality. 
Five Republican and _ three Democentia 
Congressmen have apparently been elected. 
The Legislature to elect & United States 
Senator will be Republican. 

Delaware is doubtful. The Legislature 
depends on Kent and Sussex Counties and 
the returns from these are not yet completé. 

In Maryland two Democratic Congress- 
men and four Republicans are elected. 

In Georgia all the eleven Congressional 
districts have elected Democrats. 

In Florida the Democrats carry both Con- 
gressional districts, and have every mem- 
te of the Legislature, excepting perhaps 

ve, 

In Virginie the Democrats have elected 
all ten Congressmen—a gain of two. 

In Nevada Congressman Frank G. New- 
lands (Silver) is re-elected. The vote for 
Governor is in doubt. 

Wisconsin returns are very incomplete, 
but the Republican: claim the State by 
42,000 plurality, and say that at least eight 
7 the ten Congressmen will be Republican 
also. 

In Colorado the returns indicate the elec- 
tion of Thomas, the fusion candidate for 
Governor, by about 30,000, a falling off, 
however, in the silver Democratic fusion 
and an increase in the Republican vote. 

Indiana is probably Democratic by about 
10,000. In all likelihood eight, if not ten, 
Democratic Congressman have been elected. 

In Wyoming the probabilities are that the 
Democrats will get the Governorship and 
the Republicans the rest of the State ticket, 
the Congressman, and the Legislature. 

Aiabama, Lonisiana, and Arkansas are all 
strongly Democratic. In Alabama all nine 
Conugressinen are Democrats; in Louisiana 
“ six, and in Arkansas probably all six 
also. 

In Tennessee McMil%n (Dem.) is elected 
Governor by about 25,000 plurality, and eight 
out of the ten Congressmen are Democratic. 
The United States Senator will be Demo- 
cratic. 

Texas ‘s Democratic by a large majority. 

Kentucky has elected nine Democratic 
Congressmen. with two doubtful. 

The Republican State Central Committee 
of California states that Stephen M. Gage 
(Republican) has been elected Governor by 
80,000 plurality. 

The Democrats claim to have carried al- 
most everything in Utah. 

In North Dakota the indications are that 
the Republicans will carry the State by 
about 4,500 plurality. 

In South akota both sides claim the 
election.

In Nebraska each side claims a victory—. 


the Fusionists by 15,000 plurality and the

In Kansas the Fusionists seem to have 
elected the entire State ticket and seven 
Congressmen.

Justice, the Democrats have carried the 
State and Congressional tickets by several 
thousand plurality, 


ALABAMA. 


BIRMINGHAM, Noy. .8.—Late eturns 
show that the Democrats have carried all 
of the nine districts in this State. This is a 
Democratic gain of one, Milford W..How- 
ard, Populist, at present representing the 


Seventh Alabama District, having been de- 
feated. The vote throughout the’ State 


was exceedingly light fn all districts ex- 


cept the Fourth°and Seventh, and.little in- 
terest was felt except in these two dis- 
tricts. Gaston Robins, Democrat. was 
elected by 2,500 majority in the Fourth 
‘District, ana ‘J. Ls Burnett, Demo- 
crat, in the Seventh District by 2,000 ma- 
jority. These were the only doubtful dis- 
tricts. Congressman Aldrich, Republican, 
will probably contest Robbins’s seat. The 
weather was cloudy and threatening. 

Gen. Joseph_ Wheeler was unanimously 
elected in the Eighth, not a vote being cast 
against him.

out the State, and especially in the country 
districts, was not up to the e ctations of 
any faction, by at least 25 pef cent. There 
were fifteen tickets in the field. 

The two leading tickets were headed by 
Henry R. Wolcott, the Administraiion Re- 
publican candidate of the Silver Republi- 
cans, Democrats, Populists, and several oth- 
er factions. The Prohibitionists and Social- 
ist Labor Parties each had a candidate, but 
their combined vote did not exceed 5,000 in 
the State. 

There was so much scratching and so 
many of the country districts are so dis- 
tant from telegraph communication .that it 
will be late to-morrow before correct re- 
turns can be given, Hnough is known, how- 
ever, to justify the statement that Thomas, 
the Fusion nominee for Governor, is elected 
by a plurality of at least 30,000. John F. 
Shafroth, Silver Republican, candidate for 
Congress in the First District, has been re- 
elected “4 at least 10,000 majority, and 
John C. Bell, Populist, in the Second by 
about the same, . 

The returns se far indicate very great 
falling off in the Silver Democrat-Fusion 
vote of a year and two years ago, and a 
mick yen increase in the Republican 
vote. Many Democrats refused to vote the 
Fusion ticket who would have voted a 
straight Democratic ticket had there been 
one in the field. © ; , 


CONNECTICUT. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Nov. 8.—Complete 
returns from all of the 168 towns in Con- 
necticut to-day show a substantial Repub- 
lican victory,-in which the State «ticket, 
headed by George C. Lounsbury of Ridge- 


field, for Governor, received. majorities of 
about 16,000. A general Republican Assem- 
bly, with a joint ballot vote of 217 against 
79 Democrats, was elected, and Republican 
Sheriffs were chosen in all of the eight 
counties. 

Comparison of the Gubernatorial vote of 
this year with that of 1896 shows that the 
Republican majorities of 5,000 in the Pres- 
identia] year were greatly reduced. 

The vote shows a falling off of about 
5,000 from that cast at the election of two 
years ago, The Republican candidates ap- 
pear to have suffered most from the gen- 
eral decrease in the vote, but no particular 
disaffection can be said to be shown by the 
general resul.. ’ 

All the four Congressional districts of the 
State were carried by the Republicans. 
This leaves the Connecticut delegation. to 
the House of Representatives unchanged. 
Following are the elected Representatives: 
First District, E. Stevens Henry, (Rep.; Sec- 
ond District, N. D. Sperry. Rep.; Third Dis- 
trict, Charles A. Russell, Rep.; Fourth Dis- 
trict, E. J. Hill, Rep. 

The only real contest was in the Second 
District, where Congressman N. D. Sperry, 
the Republican nominee, and James H. 
Webb, (Dem.,) were the opposing cand#- 
dates, Webb succeeded in cutting Sperry’s 
majority of two years ago to a considerable 
extent, but the Republicans elected their 
candidate by over 3,000 plurality. The fine 
weather which prevailed to-day brought out 
an unusually large vote for a State elec- 
tion, and at some places in the State the 
vote is not falling far behind. 


DELAWARE. 


WILMINGTON, Del., Nov. 9.—Partial re- 
turns received from the State up to 2 A. M. 
indicate that the Republicans have elected 
their State, Congressional, and Legislative 
tickets. This estimate, if verified by the 
full returns, indicates the election of.a Re- 
publican successor to United States Senator 
Gray and a gain of one Republican Con- 
gressman. 

The adherents of William H. Addicks 
claim that he will control a majority of 
the Republicans elected to the Legislature, 
and that he will be the next Senator from 
Delaware.

FLORIDA. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fila., Nov. 8.—The Re- 
publican vote is lighter this year in Florida 
than was supposed, and the State ticket 
elected is Democratic without doubt. In 


the First and Second Congressional Dis- 
tricts S. M. Sparkman and R, W. Davis, 
both renominuted by the Democrats, are 
elected with about the same pluralities as 
in 1896, when Sparkman’s plurality was 
12,026 and Davis's 7,800. 

Both Republican candidates fell behind 
the Republican vote of 1806. The Legis- 
lature is almost solidly Democratic, not 
more than ten or twelve Republicans being 
elected. This Legislatlure will elect a suc- 
cessor to Senator Samuel Pasco at the 
April (1809) session.

The prevailing weath- 
er conditions, in addition to the apathy 
which seems to pervade the members of 
both parties resulted in the polling of a 
small vote all over the State. It is be- 
lieved that ih Louisville alone the vote will 
fall 10,000 short of the registration, which 
is 10,000 short of the registration last year. 
It has been many years since Kentucky held 


pe-S election in which so little interest was 
aken. 

Throughout the eleven Congressional dis- 
tricts there has been a tremendous falling 
off in the vote of both political parties. In 
this, the Fifth. district the total vote cast 
for, Congressman was not over 31,000, 
against 46,000 in 1896. In Louisville only 
25,000 votes.were cast in the Congressional 
race, against 38,000 two years ago. Full re- 
turns from the Fifth District give Oscar 
Turner (Dem.) a majority over Walter 
Evans (Rep.) of 585. 

The returns to-night show the following to 
have been elected to Congress: First District, 
Charles K. Wheeler, (Dem.;) Second Dis- 
trict, Henry D. Allen, (Dem.;) Third Dis- 
trict, John 8. Rhea, (Dem.;) Fourth District, 
David H. Smith, (Dem.;) Sixth District, A. 
S. Berry, (Dem.;) Seventh District, E. E. 
Settle, (Dem.;) Eighth District, G. G. Gil- 
pert, (Dem.,;) Tenth District, T. Y. Fitzpat- 
rick, (Dem.) ‘ 

The Ninth, with a few precincts missing, 
gives Mordecat Williams (Dem.) 176 major- 
ity, and an official count will be necessary. 

The Republicans carried only one district 
in the Eleventh solidly, but this was all 
conceded by their rs a yr nay as it has been 
a Republican stronghold for years. The Re- 
publicans in the Fifth (Louisville) District 
talk of contesting the election of Turner, 
(Dem.) The result as known now represents 
a Democratic gain of two or perhaps three 
over the last delegation.

LOUISIANA. 


NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 8.—Returns re- 
ceived show the election of a Democratic 
Congressman from each of the six election 
districts of the State. The wemocrats also 
elected three Railroad Commissioners and 


three Judges in the Parish of Orleans, thus 
sweeping the State. The opposition was 
simply nominal. There was scarcely any 
interest@taken in the election. 


MARYLAND. 


BALTIMORE, Nov. 8.—Full and semi-of- 
ficial returns from the city of Baltimore 
and partial returns from the balance of the 
State make it reasonably certain that 
Maryland has returned four Republican 
and two Democratic Congressmen, after an 


extraordinary close but entirely listless elec- 
tion. ‘This is a Democratic gain of two. 

The successful candidates are John Wal- 
ter ‘Smith, (Dem..) First District, by a ma- 
jority of about 800. Williams B. Baker, 
(Rep.,) Second District, by from 200 to 400; 
Frank ©. Wacater, (Rep.,) Third District, 
by 50; James W. Denny, (Dem.,) Fourth 
District, by about 600; Sydney E. Mudd, 
(Rep.,) Fifth District, by about 600, and 
George A. Pearre, (Rep.,) Sixth District, by 
about 3,000. 

The Democrats succeeded in obtaining a 
majority of the popular vote in Baitimore 
City for the first time in six years, and 
little doubt is entertained that they would 
have sent five Congressmen to the next 
National Legislature if an active and ag- 
gressive campaign had been made. The en- 
tire delegation, with the exeception of 
Messrs. Mudd and Baker, is new timber, 
and all are looked upon as favoring a gold 
standard of currency.

The vote, however, this year was much - 
heavier than in 1897, and Mr. Bruce made 
substantial gains over George Fred Will- 
lams, the Democratic candidate last year, 
As in the past two years, Wolcott suc- 
ceeded in carrying Boston, which is usually 
a Democratic city. He was cut, however, 
considerably in East Hampton, where there 
was considerable feeling against him on 
account of his reappointment of Bank Com- 


nissioner Locke, against whom much op- 
position was manifested. 

Nearly all the interest in the campaign 
was confined to the Fifth, Seventh, Ninth 
and Tenth Congressional Districts, and 
both parties fought hard on National is- 
sues. Even with the assistance of a strong 
independent Democratic e¢andidate, the 
Ninth District remained Democratic and 
returned John F. Fitzgerald for the third 
time, while the Tenth District went Demo- 
cratic and the Fifth District was in doubt 
for some time. The Eighth District, how~ 
ever, which was considered doubtful, re- 
mained in the Republican ranks and élect- 
ed Ernest W, Roberts. 

The Legislature will be but little changed 
from its present list, namely, 181 Republic- 
ans, 59 Democrats, and the Governor’s 
Council will also stand the same as last 
year, seven Republicans to one Democrat. 

A Democratic gain of two, with a total of 
three, is evident in the election of Repre- 
sentatives to Congress, the results of the 
ballot being as follows:

Green, 
Rep. These results are re-elections, except 
for Lawrence, Roberts, Naphen, and 
Greene. 

The election of John R. Thayer, (Dem.,) 
in Joseph H. Walker’s district was as much 
a surprise to the Democrats as to the Re- 
publicars, and is viewed as the sensation 
of the whole Siate campaign. Waiker was 
supposed to be one of the strongest Repub- 
licans in the whole State, and had a plural- 
ity in 1896 of 11,808. 

Both parties in this city were very active, 
and in nearly every ward the voting was up 
to the average. In the north end, South 
Boston, and other sections, in the’ Seventh, 
Ninth, and Tenth Congressional Districts, 
where the contests were animated, the bal- 
loting was heavy, especially in the Ninth. 
Until late in the day the friends of John F. 
Fitzgerald, the regular Democratic nomi- 
nee for the Ninth District, were doubtful 
because of the great activity of his oppo- 
nents. In 1894 Fitzgerald had a plurality of 
1,914, and in 1896, when he gained a plural- 
Ity of 6,160, he was the only Democratic 
Representative to Congress from Massa- 
chusetts. 

The balloting in and about the city was 
uneventful. Reports from Fall River showed 
that a very large percentage of the cotton 
mill employes voted, cutting deéply into the 
Republican plurality. A heavy Democratic 
vote was also cast in Lawrence, the home 
of Alexander Bruce, the Democratic candi- 
date for Governor, 

The weather was clear and brought out a 
large attendance of voters in both country 
and city. 

Edward J. Slattery, the candidate for 
Lieutenant Governor on the Democratic 
ticket, said to-night on the result of the 
election: ‘‘ The result is evidence of where 
the Democratic Party will stand in the next 
campaign and in the great Presidential con- 
test of 1900.” Alexander B. Bruce, the Dem- 
ocratic candidate for Governor, said: ' Gov. 
Wolcott is not any better pleased with his 
vote to-night than I am with the 100,000-odd 
votes I received at the hands of the plain, 
hard-working people of the State. The gen- 
eral result is all that I could wish for.” 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Nov. 8.—The vote 
was heavy in this city to-day, being 1,403 
over that of last year. Col. Clark (Rep.) 
was re-elected for Sheriff by 2,389 over 
Upton, (Dem.,) a greatly reduced majority, 
owing to a large soldier vote being against 


him. 

HOLYOKE, Mass., Nov. 8.—Bruce made 
the best of a Democratic stronghold in this 
city tu-day ana polled only 195 votes less 
than Gov. Wolcott. Davis, for Congress, 
came within 78 votes of Congressman Law- 
rence’s tctal of 1,859. 


MICHIGAN. 


DETROIT, Mich., Nov. 8.—Pingree, . the 
Republican candidate for Governor, has the 
State easily by 50,000, and probably twelve 
Republican Congressmen are elected. It is 
difficult to make estimates upon the results 
on Legislature contests. The entire Repub- 
lican ticket in the Kent District is elected, 
and the indications are that the Republicans 
will get a large majority in both branches of 
the Legislature.

ST. PAUL, Minn., Nov. 8.—Returns from 
878 precincts in thirty Minnesota counties 
show a surprisingly heavy Gubernatorial 
vote for Lind, (Dem.,) so heavy, in fact, 
that at this hour it appears as if he is 
elected. The vote of the City of St. Paul is 
1,000 in favor of Mr. Lind. Minneapolis 
promises to be close, and there is not much 
information from the strongly Republican 


counties along the lowa border. It is still 
possible that the vote of Mower, Freeborn, 

Faribault, and Rock will be so strongly for 
Mr. Eustis (Rep. candidate for Governor) 
that he will be elected. There is, too, some 
early evidence that the vote for the Repub- 
lican candidate of the Iron Range of St. 
Loyis County will be larger than was pre- 
dicted by the committee of either party. 

The returns from Duluth are still too 
meagre; it cannot be told how that county 
has gone. On the other hand, it can defi- 
nitely be stated that Mr, Lind has swept 
the Counties of Kandi, Yohi, Isanti, Polk, 
Marshall, and Grant by majorities which 
are clear beyond the predictions of the Dem- 
ocratic State Central Committee. 

In Chic®go and Goodhue Counties, which 
have alwajs been Republican strongholds, 
Mr. Lind has run so close to Mr. Eustis 
that it is believed that the latter’s plurality 
in the two will scarcely exceed 1,000. In 
all the returns s* far received there is a 
falling off of from 30 to 50 per cent. from 
the vote of 1896. So far Mr. Eustis seems 
to have been by far the heavier sufferer 
from the dectcase. 

As to the State returns in general, little 
ean be said on account of the slowness of 
the count. The Republican ticket, down to 
the Supreme Court Judges, seems to be 
elected. Of the Judges, thé Republicans 
seem to have elected Lovely and Brown and 
the Democrats Mitchell. 

The Congressional fight seems to have 
been much closer than early figures indicat- 
ed. In the First District Tawney (Rep.) is 
elected by a plurality now estimated at 
4,000. The Second District has gone for Mc- 
Cleary by about 5,500. 

The Third District is a neck-and-neck 
race between Heatwole (Rep.) and Hinds 
(Dem.) There are nine counties in the dis- 
trict, and of these Carver, McLeod, Scott, 
Renville, Dakota, Lerue, and Sibley have 
gone for Hinds.. Heatwole has carried 
Goodhue and Rice, and Meeker is about a 
stand-off. At this hour it looks as if Heat- 
wole had plurality enough in the two coun- 
ties he has carried to win in the district 
by 200 to 400. Later figures, however, may 
elect Hinds. 

The Fourth District -has gone for Ste- 
vens (Rep.) by perhaps 2,000, although Wil- 
lis carries the Counties of Ramsay and 
Kanabec. The Fifth District goes to Lo- 
ren Fletcher (Rep.) by apparently 6,000, 
The Sixth District is all in the air. Predic- 
tions are just as gvod to-niget as they were 
a week ago so far as any definite informa- 
tion is concerned. Towne has carried 
Stearns County ty a plurality of at least 
2.5000, but the figures indicate that he has 
not done so well in Duluth as he did two 
years a~o. ‘The Seventh District, which ror 
the past eight years has been the home of 
Populism in Minnesota, haw certainly elect- 
ed Ringdale who was on both the Demo- 
eratic and Populist tickets. His plurality 
will be largs—probably 5,000. 

The Legislature which chooses a successor 
to Cushman K. Davis, is undoubtedly Re- 

ublican. A Senate of 63 members and a 

ouse of 119 members has been chosen. At 
least 100 Republicans are apparently elect- 
ed.

BROOKLYN’S EXCITING NIGHT. 
‘Trolley Cars and Revéler# Combine 
to Make the City a Veritable 


2 * . Bedlam for Noire. 
People who had business Gdwn town in 


Brooklyn last. night. had. to: walk on’ the 
housetops. Wherever there was a bulletin 
nobody who was not possessed of wings 
could move faster than the famous char- 
acter in Mother *Goose, who “ walked fif- 
teen miles in fifteen days, and never looked 
behind him.”” The only chance for people 
who wanted to walk’ was to follow in the 
wake of the incessantly clanging trolley 
cars, which moved at a snail’s pace through 
the crowds. The cars slowly pushed the 
people back as they. went through, but. the 
moment they were gone the crowd surged 
over the tracks again. 

The trolley motormen’ earned their 
money. They must be men of strong nerves 


if they are not to-day suffering from’ nerv- 
ous prostration. At the moment when the 
crowd seemed to have been pushed back far 
enough to allow a free passage of perhaps 
ten feet, and the motorman clanged his 
warning ‘that he was about to advance, 
there would be a sudden irruption of men 
and children, shouting and screaming, al- 
most under the wheels of the car, and ap- 
parently oblivious to its presence. It took 
a@ steady hand and a vigilant eye to avoid 
accidents in guch @ multitude as_ that 
which massed/itself on Washington Street, 
Fulton Stre2t, Court Street, and wherever 
there was the least possibility of seeing a 
return. yy 

The people were for Van Wyck, to judge 
by the cheering. After it seemed certain 
that Roosevelt was clected, a bulletin on 
Court Street displayed the Colonel’s pic- 
ture, but there was no cheering. The pic- 
tures that aroused the most intense en- 
thusiasm were those of Van Wyck and Ad- 
miral Dewey, and the crowd shouted Itself 
hoarse whenever a return. indicating Kings 
County’s great plurality for the Democratic 
ticket was shown. Cartoons ridiculing Van 
Wyck, Croker and, the Democracy were 
received in chill, silence, 

Nevertheless, the rooster man and the 
broom salesman did a rushing business. 
There were enough Roosevelt men to turn 
the night into bedlam when they knew for 
certain that their candidate was elected, 
and they cheered like Indians and shouted, 
“Teddy! Teddy!” They flaunted their 
brooms and their roosters, and madé im- 
promptu megaphones out of Roosevelt post- 
ers, by means of which they created a din 
that was deafening. In the pauses of the 
roar the hoarse bay of the rooster man 
could be heard, agen ‘“* Here’s the Ted- 
dy bird, gents; buy yer Teddy rooster!” 

Four young Roosevelt men, filled with 
elation and other things, started on a stam- 
pede up Fulton Street, with chestnut stands 
as their objective points. Many sons of 
sunny Italy, foreseeing in the crowd_a 
prospect of profits, had hied themselves to 
the curb, and their flaring torches pointed 
them out to the elated ones at a long dis- 
tance. The roysterers knocked these stands 
into the gutter, bankrupting the children of 
Italy by the dozen. - 

One diminutive Italian, with a, dreamy 
look in_his eye, was meditating on. far- 
away Tuscany and oblivious to outside 
events when the four approached. He 
was rudely awakened, . 

“ Here’s Van Wyck; let’s do him!’ yelled 
one of the avengers, and in a moment Ital- 
ian, stand, pan, coals, and chestnuts were 
all mixed wp in the gutter. The elated ones 
swept on. e Italian scrambled wildly to 
his feet, clutched several live coals by mis- 
takes for chestnuts, dropuped them with a 


howl, made an ineffectual] clutch at his van- | 


ishing stock in trade, stood erect, and glared 
at the fading Roosevelt procession. Then 
he_ stood, chestnuts in hand, and for five 
long minutes hurled English imprecations 
at Roosevelt, Van. Wyck, and everything 
American. 

The immense crowd in front of The Brook- 
lyn Eagle Building had a more exciting time 
of it than any other. Early in the evening 


The Eagle flashed a red light, which it had | 


promised to show in case of Roosevelt's 
election. The Roosevelt men cheered and 
the Van Wyck men looked glum. 

“ Aw, wot t’ell!’”” remarked a Van Wyck 
man, with a deep bass voice. ‘‘ Dem fellers 
never did know nothin’, anyhow.” — 

Suddenly the red light was withdrawn. 
The Van Wyck men. gave an uproarious 
burst of cheering, and the ‘Roosevelt men 
swore long and comprehensively. 

‘Wad did I tell yer?’”’ snorted the bass- 
voiced Democrat. ‘“* Dey just come out 0’ 
dat ‘trance.”’ 

While the Van Wyck men were shaking 
hands with each other and trying to collect 
bets, the red light’ suddenly flashed out 
again. There was a high-pitched ‘cheer, 
with a low-pitched accompaniment of deep 
profanity. This kept up for:90me time, and 
the alternate cheering and swearing fur- 
nished a musical programme that was not 
rendered anywhere else in the city, 

The largest crowd was massed in City 
Hall Square, where views could be obtained 
of two or three bulletins.

for Congress. 


PERSONAL POPULARITY WINS 


In Districts. Where..Col. Roosevelt Got 
Pluralities Quigg Was So Cut that 
-. Chanler Ran Ahead —Mr. --. 
Quigg’s Statement. 


One of the .nost interesting as well as the 

most hotly contested individual fights in 
the city was that in the Fourteenth Con- 
sressional Distri¢tt between Congréssman 
Quigg, seeking re-election on the Republican 
side, and William Astor Chanler, represent- 
ing the Democratic side of the question. 
Mr. Quigg carried this_ district..in. 1894, 
and in 1896, wnen the .sound-money «is- 
sue cut such a prominent figure, his 
pluraiity was, 11,790. .The. latest _indica- 
tions are that Chanler-HKas'been elected by 
about 6,000. Congressman Quigg acknowl- 
edges defeat. 
' Capt. Chanler made a-fight to overcome 
what at first seemed a hopeless majority, 
but there was a well-defined feeling that 
the residents of the district were tired of 
Mr. Quigg, and that Capt. Chanler, full of 
vim and fresh from Cuba, where he had 
won distinction with Gen.» Wheeler, was 
the man to win if such a thing was possi- 
ble for a Democrat to. accomplish. From 
the first, Quvigg’s: unpopularity’ was -Capt. 
Chanler’s strongest” card. This was aug- 
mented when, after. Quigg had attacked 
Chaniler- ana called“ him a carpet bagger, 
Chanler from the stimp retorted and called 
attention to the Coungressman’s record, 
asserting that be had not been in his seat 
In Congress even a small part of his time, 
and that he deserved no consideration at 
the people’s hands. 

No move on the boatd was lost by Chan- 
ler or his managers, and a ceaseless at- 


tack was kept up. Capt. Chanler spoke 
from six to a dozen times a night, and re- 
ceived numerous pledges ffom Republicans 
that they would give. him their support, 
even though they would vote for the Re- 
publican ticket in other ‘respects. Right 
along W. J. K. Kenny; ‘one'of Chanler’s man- 
ae. has asserted that they held thé’pulse 
of the district, and would’ win out by’ a 
fair margin. 

An independent candidate who had es- 
sayed to run’ soon droppéd out’ of the fight, 
leaving the field clear’ between the repre- 
sentatives of the two great parties. Quigg’s 
managers claimed that this made the elec- 
tion of their candidate‘suré, while the Chan- 
ler men likewise claimed ‘the’ withdrawal of 
the independent candidate as in their favor. 
They maintained that, now that the Re- 
publicans had ‘no’ other way in which to 
show their dislike of the’ party candidate 
except by voting for Chanler, they would 
adopt this manner. This has proved tod be 


; the best figuring of their campaign, for 


the returns from Republican strongholds 


; Show that, while Roosevelt got a plurality, 


Capt. Chanler was also thus favored. There 
were few in the district early in the fight 
who thought’ such a result possible. 

It was pointed out that Mr. Quigg, as the 


' head of the Republican County Committee, 


would have the aid of the powerful ma- 
chinery of that organization, and that de- 
feat to him would mean more than the de- 
feat of an individual. The fight went on, 
and up to the last minute yesterday both 
candidates were actively at work. As soon 


| as the polis closed, however, things seemed

It seemed remarkable that 
even the returns favoring Col..-Roosevelt 
failed to arouse the crowd in the. outer 
room. Some one said it was the manner ‘it 
whcih the news was being. doled-out to them 
that failed to stir them-upy ; 

Mr. Quigg clung as long as possible to the 
hope of victory. He-was tenacious beyond 
any of his friends»: When one by one they 
admitted, .gloomily. enough, that appear- 
ances were agains‘ them, the Chairman of 
the County Co:nmittee would say, quietly: 

“Wait a while; it is not‘over yet. I won’t 
believe I’m beater until the votes are 
counted.” ; . 

Toward midnight. however, -even Mr. 
Quige’s confidence began to falter. The 
ballots for Capt: Chanler were piling up 
too high’ and too fast. ‘I ‘gues it’s all 
over,” ‘said ‘Mr. Quigg: sadly: 

This was as far as he would go. But it 


| was enough for his friends, and no one tried 


after this admission to build up again the 
edifice of his hope. 

“T guess it’s all over,” he repeated, as he 
turned away from the returns from his own 
district and devoted his attention with’ the 
keenest interest to the Republican figures 
that were rolling down toward the Harlem.

QUIET DAY FOR WCULLAGH 


Elections Superintendent Pleased 
with the Work of the — 
Police, 


NO THRILLING EXPERIENCES 


Congressman John Murray Mitchell 
Claims to Have Found Proof of Re- 
peating in His District—The 

.. Police Arrangements. 


John McCullagh, ex-Chief of Pelice and 
State Superintendent of Elections, was very 
busy yesterday, but his experiences were 
neither thrilling nor eventful. As the execu- 
tive head of the Republican Elections bill 
army of retainers he was spoken of Monday 
as likely to receive attention from those not 
in sympathy with the scheme. It was pre- 
dicted that his deputies would fare well if 
they escaped worse treatment than jostling. 
At the close of the polls, however, no depu- 
ty had received a blow, the majority had 
fraternized with the police and election offi- 
cers, 

Very few smarted under insults. These, it 
was claimed, invited insult by not following 
strictly the line of performance of duty 
laid down by their chief. There had been, 
moreover, at the close of the election, no 
complaint that any of McCullagh’s under- 
lings had rendered himself unduly offensive. 

“T'll say this,” said Supt. McCullagh last 
night, “‘ every police officer that I asked to 
do anything to-day has done it cheerfully. 
and whole-heartedly. Here I am, as you see, 
unharmed. It has been a very good-natured 
election. Not oue of our men has experi- 
enced ‘Knock him down’ treatment or has 
had hands laid on him. There has been no 
trouble of any kind in Greater New York 


according to reporis received by me from 
the boroughs of ‘Manhattan, the Bronx, 
Brooklyn, Queens, and Richmond.” 

Superintendent McCullagh arrived at the 
quarters of the State Department of Elec- 
tions at 585 Broadway at 6:25 A. M. yes- 
terday. His force of deputies had been 
divided up as follows: To the polls, 500; to 
special duty, as messengers and investi- 
gators, 100, and to reserve duty, 100. To 
Chief Devery had been sent about 380 war- 
rants for execution. How many Superin- 
tendent McCullagh reserved for service by 
his men he would not tell, but it was not 
more than 100. He will not officially know 
what was done with them until to-morrow, 
when his deputies will assemble at head- 
quarters to render an accounting. All went 
out of office last night when the count of 
the vote was completed, 

It was evident an hour after the polls 
Were open that if there was any clash be- 
tween the State deputies and the police, 
election officers or voters, it would be in 
the Second, Sixth, or Eighth Assembly Dis- 
trict, and to them Superintendent McCul- 
lagh paid special attention. He was 
equipped wth a dazzlingly . well-appointed 
hansom cab, whose. driver sported a cream- 
colored box coat and a silk hat. This driv- 
er, in excess of party zeal, had adorned 
his whip with Republican colors and a rib- 
bon stamped Roosevelt. When he visited 
the Second, Sixth, and Eighth Districts he 
found little mcre activity and excitement 
than prevails on a fine Sunday. 

At the State bureau the Superintendent 
heard reports from every district in New 
York, and at 1 P. M. started to make an- 
other teur of the Second, Sixth, and Eighth 
Districts and to luncheon in. Fulton Street. 
On his return he reported ‘not a ripple” 
and busied himself with the cares of the 
men betrayed by Nicola Farrielo as con- 
ducting a naturalization pers mill. Ro- 
sario Calecione, Michae Lovasso, and 
Giuseppe- Marone are under bail to appear 
before United States Commissioner Shields 
to-day. 

New arrests in connection with this affair 
were those of Pietro De Vito of 110 Mott 
Street and Vincenzo Spero of 196 Mott 
Street, who had been taken to the Mercer 
Street Police Station. Friends of De Vito 
secured a writ of habeas corpus returnable 
before Judge Lawrence. It was served by 
Lawyer Daniel O'Reilly on Superintendent 
McCullagh, who produced the _ prisoner 
shortly before 4 o’clock. Justice Lawrence 
in discharging him said that this would be 
no bar to regular criminal proceedings in a 
United States court. 

In answer to the question, “ What would 
you have done if your deputies had been 
driven from the polls and overwhelmed so 
as to be powerless?” Superintendent Mc- 
Cullagh replied arter much deliberation: 

“I would have depended on—trusted to— 
the police. Well, I could, of course, have 
called on the militia, but—I will always 
trust the uniformed police force if properly 
handled.”’ 

John Murray Mitchell, Congressional can- 
didate in the: Eighth District, was one of 
Superintendent McCullagh’s callers yester- 
day. He said he had found ample proof 
of repeating in his district, and had positive 
evidence against a man who had voted three 
times. ‘ This,”’ he said, ‘is a repetition of 
what was done in 1894." Mr. Mitchell will 
resent the evidence, he says, to a police 
Magistrate. 

The sum appropriated for the State Elec- 
tion Department was $167,000. Of this 
amount less than $150,000 has been spent. 
The offices of the bureau, at 585 Broadway, 
were leased for four years. 

Chief Devery arrived at Police Headquar- 
ters just before 6:30 yesterday morning. 
He had already voted in the Ninth Assem- 
bly District. By his instructions Capt. 
Allaire had 200 policemen in reserve at Po- 
lice Headquarters. to be there all day, ready 
for any trouble of any kind throughout the 
city. eserves were also stationed in the 
Eldridge Street and Mulberry Street Sta- 
tions, the precincts of the Eighth and the 
Sixth Assembly Districts, respectively. 

The bicycle squad of Manhattan served 
yesterday in the Borough of Queens, acting 
the rdle of couriers. The men took the elec- 
tion returns to the different precincts. The 
Brooklyn squad was in Kings County in 
the same capacity. . 

President York arrived at Headquarters 
about 9:30 o’clock, He said he had voted 
in the Ninth Ward in Brooklyn. He took 
a walk through the Highth Assembly Dis- 
trict before going to Headquarters, 


A BUSY DAY IN THE COURTS. 


Special Terms, Parts I. and II., of the Su- 
preme Court kept open yesterday for the 
hearing of election cases. They were pre- 
sided over by Justices; Lawrence, Freedman, 
Gildersleeve, Bischoff, Truax, and Smyth. 
Their chief business consisted in issuing or- 
ders to show cause why writs of mandamus 
should not issue to compel the Inspectors 
of Election to permit electors who had reg- 


istered to vote where their right to vote 
was denied. A few applications for writs 
of habeas corpus on behalf of voters who 
had been arrested were made.

HOW TAMMANY GOT THE NEWS. 


Parity Leaders and City Officials 
Gather in the Hall and Hear 
the Returns Read, 


The election of Col. Roosevelt was prac« 
tleally coneeded at 11 o’clock at Tammany 
Hall. John F. Carroll said at that time that 
he was not ready to give up, as it looked 
like a very close fight. Others present, 
however, said that while there were still a 
large number of the up the State districts 
to be heard from, the chances were in 
favor of Roosevelt. Maurice Untermyer 
cluimed a Democratic plurality of about 
83,000 in Greater New York, but admitted 
that there was small chance for the Demo- 
oratic candidate. The Mayor would not 
Speak, but remained in the building until 
noarly midnight. 

The usual arrangements were made for 


the receiving of the returns at Tammany 
Hall, and thousands of people crowded the 
large hall, and Fourteenth Street in the 
neighborhood of the Wigwam was aimost 
impassable. The crowd flowed in and out of 
the. building in a steady stream, the heat 
in the place making-it almost unbearable 
to remain longer than a few minutes for 
comfort. The crowds began to arrive as 
early as 7 o’clock, and for nearly an ho 
were entertained by a brass band, T 
boxes were all occupied, mostly by wo- 
men. John W. Keiler presided, and was 
agsisted by Warner Scott, who read the 
different messages. During the lull, when 
no returns were being received, “Tom” 
Brennan, Judge Stiner, and Maurice Blu- 
menthal addressed the throng, but only 
those near the platform could hear what 
was being said, the noise in the street 
drowning out the sound, 

The returns, as they were read to the 
crowd, were encouraging enough until about 
10 o’clock, when the returns from up the 
State began to come. in, showing a 
heavy Republican vote. The various 
speakers tried to cheer up the crowd, 
but it was apparent that those on_ the 
platform were somewhat doubtful. Then 
when the newsboys began to arrive with 
“extras” announcing Roosevelt’s election, 
the crowd began to thin out, and at il 
o’clock the hall was deserted. 

There was an interesting gathering in the 
chamber of the Executive Committee. John ~ 
F, Carroll, Judge Stiner, John W. Keller, T. 
Cc. T. Crain, and Asa Bird Gardiner were 
there before the first returns were received, 
Mayor Van Wyck came in about 7 o’clock, 
and had a long talk with J. F. rroll, 
Maurice Untermyer sat next to the oper-~ 
ator and read the dispatches. The Mayor 
was deeply interested, and at times when 
he did not hear clearly what was read 
would jump up and say, ‘‘ What’s that? 
The Mayor sat at the long table and next 
to T. C. T. Crain, who was busily figuring 
on the result. 

A telegram announcing a majority for his 
brother in Erie County seeemd to please the 
Mayor, and when the returns showed that 
Leventritt was running well, he smiled and . 
nodded to J. F, Carroll with an ‘I told you 
so”? expression on. his face. When, the re- 
turns began to show large pluralities for 
the Republican nominee bt Nod hegre 4 looked ° 
glum, and the Mayor, seemingly tired, took 
a seat in the rear of the room. Every now 
and then Mr. Untermyer got up and smil- 
ingly said: “Here’s a cheerful piece of 
news,” reading a dispatch showing a gain 
in Kings or hattan. This good news, 
however, was invariably offset by big Re- 

ublican figures from up the State. About 

1 o’clock everybody was figuring on the 
Republican plurality. 

Maurice Untermyer said that the country 
vote was @ big surprise. ‘The Republican 
Party,” he said, “is always arrayed against 
the city, and the people of this city are at- 
tacked for the benefit of the hayseeds up 
the ra where all the Republican inter 
ests lie.”

RACE FEUD AT PHOENIX,<S. C. 


GREENWOOD, 8. C., Nov. 8.—Intense 
excitement prevailed here all day because of 
the shooting of Boaz Ethridge, one of the 
Election Judges at Phoenix, and a subse- 
quent riot betw2en the whites and blacks at 
that place, in which T. P. Tolbert and sev- 
eral negroes were mortally wounded. 

The negroes had a separate box in charge 
of Tolbert, in which those who could not 
vote in the regular boxes could deposit cer- 
tificates that tacy were not allowed to 
vote for R. R. Tolbert for Congress, which 
certificates he expected to use in his con- 
test for Latimer’s seat. 

Mr. Ethridge attempted to take charge 
of the box, and was shot dead by one of 
the negroes, who were crowding around it. 
Immediately the few white men who could 
procure arms or had them, opened fire on 
the crowd. The whites, several hundred 
strong, are. wel: armed and determined, 
and if the leaders. in to-day’s trouble are 
caught to-nignat nce power on earth can 
save them from a lynching. 

At nightfall everything is quiet at Phoe- 
nix, with the whites masters of the situa- 
tion, but the negroes are supposed to be 
congregating about two miles distant, and 
no one can conjecture what the night will 
bring fo-th. 

Late this evening John R. Tolbert was 
dangerously wounded and his little nephew, 
son of E. I. Tolbert, who was in the buggy 
with him, was instantly killed while on 
their way home. 

While a party of white men from Green- 
wood were returning fram Phoenix to-night 
they were fired on from ambush, and ™M. J. 
Younger, Croswell Fleming and a Mr. Mill- 
er were badly wounded and are at a stock 
wells, five miles from here.

THREE LOST IN TENEMENT FIRE. 


A Fourth Child Probably Perished in 
Brooklyn This Morning. 


Three children were burned to death and 
one is missing as the result of a fire in a 
three-story tenement building at 615 Myrtle 
Avenue, Brooklyn, early this morning, The 


fire started in the cellar about 2 o’clock 
and spread rapidly to the floors above where 
six families lived. 

When the firemen arrived the building 
was burning in many places. Notwithstand- 
ing the dense smoke, none of the tenants 
had been awakened. The firemen hoisted 
ladders, climbed in at the windows, and 
roused the sleepers. The rescuers had a 
difficult task with the frightened tenants. 
Five women and several children had to be 
passed down the ladders from hand to hand. 
Eighteen people were rescued, some of 
whom did not escape without burns more or 
less serious. 

Among those passed down the ladders 
were five women and several children. In 
some way the three children of Mrs. Neli- 
lie Gallagher, Florence, aged six years; 
Lillie, nine, and Addie, two, were over- 
looked, The firemen say that they were 
burned to death. 

Mrs. Cecilia Cosgrove’s little child was 
also reported missing. Some one said that 
it had been cared for by one of the neigh- 
bors, The firemen were unable to find it, 
and believe this child also perished. Mrs. 
Gallagher was so badly burned that she had 
to be taken to the Brooklyn Hospital in an 
ambulance. 

The basement in which the fire started is 
under the grocery store occupied by Con- 
nor Brothers. The cause of the fire could 
not be ascertained this morning. The tene- 
ment house was completely destroyed. 


Hot Chase After a Pickpocket. 


A daring attempt was made last night to

PLATT LAUDS COL. ROOSEVELT 


Says He Was the Only Republican Who 
Could Have Won—The Raines Law 
Helped Him—Considerable Bet- 
ting Done Yesterday. 


Hope fluttered to and fro between the 
headquarters of the two political parties 
all day yesterday. It was go fickle that no 
one knew where it would finally settle 
down. 

The managers of each party started the 
day by claiming a tidal wave, a landslide, 
and likewise an avalanche, for their ticket. 
Then as the day advanced, and reports be- 
gan to grow more definite, and shrewd 
guessers and careful watchers at the polls 
began giving figures, the leaders settled 
upon more definite estimates. 

Chairman Odell of the Républicans said: 

* Roosevelt will win by 40,000.” 

“Van Wyck will win by 35,000," declared 
Chairman McCarren. 

And then each would send out reports 
to prove that his estimate was not only 
moderate, but unassailable. 

The betting fluctuated fully as much as the 
early reports. Roosevelt had a slight ad- 
vantage in the odds when betting closed 
Monday night, and he still held this ad- 
vantage when the betting opened again yes- 
terday. 

Toward noon the odds lessened until Van 


Wyck money was offered even. This lasted 
for a short time only, as the report of good 
weather and a heavy vote up the State laid 
the axe to the root of the Van- Wyck tree. 
The odds tumbled. By 8 or 4 o'clock men 
were offering odds of 4 to 1 on Roosevenr. 
Little money could be:had at that: Men in 
the corridors of the Fifth Avenue Hotel and 
Hoffman House paid little attention to the 
reports, but relied upon the testimony of 
the odds. 

Doorkeeper O’Brien of the Democratic 
headquarters rushed into the Fifth Avenue 
‘Hotel and created some excitement by of- 
fering $100 to $500 on Van Wyck. Better 
odds were ruling, and he was laughed at. 

The betting event of the day occurred late 
in the evening. George Wheelock, who was 
known to have placed at least $48,000 on 
Roosevelt, went into the Hoffman House 
and offered to wager $50,000 on Van Wyck. 
Immediately men gathered about him 
ready to take the money. He said he would 
bet even, and placed four bets at $5,000 to 
$5,000 on the Democratic candidate. He 
still had more money, but would not bet 
any more at even figures, and took five 
bets at $4,000 to $5,000 each. A few minutes 
later the Democratic managers up stairs 
were admitting that Roosevelt had carried 
the State by a round plurality. 

“The farmers are out in force,” said a 
telegram from a far western county. 

“Hurrah for the farmers!” shouted the 
crowd. 

After this there was nothing but hurrahs 
in the Republican headquarters. Finally 
the ‘“‘extras’”’ of the evening papers began 
“ conceding "’ Roosevelt's election, and the 
shouting grew louder, until it could be heard 
all over the hotel, despite the closed doors. 
Out in the streets the people were also 
shouting ‘‘ Three cheers for Teddy! - 

LITTLE CHEER AT THE HOFFMAN. 

In the Democratic headquarters there 
was not much‘cheer apparent at any time 
during the day. Senator McCarren seemed 
despondent from the start. In the after- 
ncon he said that he was still of the opin- 
ion that Van Wyck would carry the State 
by at least 35,000. An hour later he said 
that the Democrats would win by 25,000. 
At night he left the headquarters declaring 
that he had only one estimate to make. 

“T say now,” he said, ‘as I said be- 
fore, and I say it for the last time, Van 
Wyck is elected by a plurality of at least 
25,000."" 

The gloom at the headquarters was deep- 
ened by a bulletin that came from Richard 
Croker about 9% o’clock. It said: “ Van 
Wyck will carr- the State by 25,000." This 
was such a drop from his big, confident 
plurality of the day before that the Demo- 
cratic managers were much disheartened. 
A little later another report was brought 
from Mr. croker. It said that Mr. Croker 
not concede the election of Col, Roose- 
velt. 

This settled matters, apparently, in the 
State headquarters. The crowd slowly dis- 
persed, and after this there was only a 
handful of persons in the rooms. Some of 
these, however, stuck out to the last that 
Mr. Van Wyck was certajn of election. ‘ 

A discouraging telegram received or re- 
ported to be received from ex-Gov. Flower 
said that he considered the election so close 
that a few thousand either way was all 
that could be expected, , 

There seemed to be a mutual exchange of 
election news. Now and then the Demo- 
crats would send over some encouraging 
news .to the Republicans, and get back re- 
ports that would make them look blue. A 
telegram came from Chairman Odell say- 
ing that he saw no reason to change his 
figures of 40,000 for Roosevelt. This elicited 
some strong language on the part of the 
Democratic bettors present, but it made 
them gloomy. Then came a report that Mr. 
Platt had telegraphed that Roosevelt would 
receive at least 27,000 plurality. 

This cumulative evidence was too much 
even for the high hopes, of the Democratic 
managers, and about 11 o’clock they began

Elliot Danforth came up to the headquar- 
ters and remained there for some _ time. 
When asked for a statement about the elec- 
tion he said: 

**I have nothing to say now, but I shall 
have something to say later about how the 
Democrats won the State.”

Senator Platt said last night that the re- 
sult was just about what he had expected. 
When asked to wha« he attributed the re- 
sult, he said: 

“I think it was due to the Raines law. 
It was unpopular in the cities, I think 
was liked by the country people.” + bas

the State. His splendid canvass has won 
him the election. is canvass was. wonder- 
ful.

Lost Their Votes. - 
THEY HAD HISSED ROOSEVELT. 


Seventy-nine Ballots Cast in Ninth 
| 


Regiment Armory—Soldiers 
in the Courts. 


The Fourteenth Regiment was practically 
disfranchised at this eleetion.. All day yes- 
terday members ot the regiment were going 
to the Supreme Court, Brooklyn, where Jus- 
tice Gaynor was sitting in Special Term, to 
find out why they were not allowed to vote. 
This was the regiment which hissed Col. 
Roosevelt’s picture when it was displayed 
at the armory, on Eighth Avenue, Brooklyn. 

It appears that many of the men regis- 
tered while in camp, and therefore. did not 
register on the regular days of registration 
in Brooklyn. A week ago they were mus- 
tered out of the service. No regimental vote 
was taken at the armory, and being no 
longer in the service of the United States 
they could not vote as soldiers. When they 
visited the regular polling places in Brook- 
lyn yesterday they were not allowed to vote 
because their names did not appear on the 
registration books. A large number of them 
at once applied to Justice Gaynor, but he 
was unable to do anything for them. 

“It is very strange,’ said the Justice, 
when the first case was presented to him, 
“that a regiment should be mustered out 
on the eve of election.” 

Many of the soldiers went to the Demo- 
cratic headquarters, in the Jefferson Build- 
ing, in Boerum Place, to consult with Luke 
D. Stapleton, who was at’ the headquarters 
for the purpose cf acting. as counsel for 
Democrats who were not permitted to vote. 
Mr. Stapleton told them that he was power- 
less in the matter. 

“It is a strange thing,’’ said he to a re- 
porter, “that the Democratic regiments 
have been mustered out and the Republican 
regiments allowed to vote. It is perhaps a 
coincidence that a few weeks ago the news+ 
papers reported the hissing of Col. Roose- 
velt’s picture by the Fourteenth.” 

The members of the Ninth Regiment that 
are stationed in the armory in Fourteenth 
Street voted there yesterday. Capt. Coan 
of Company L was officer of the day. Capt. 
Timson of Company M had charge of the 
voting, and opened the polls at 9 o’clock in 
Company M’s room. ‘the polls closed at 4 
o’clock, and one of the election officers was 
sent to Albany immediately with the bal- 
lots. . 

Dr. Nelson H. Henry, the Republican can- 
didate for Assembly from the Fifth District, 
visited the armory before noon, and entered 
a protest against the way Capt. Timson was 
allowing the volunteers to be assisted in 
having their ballots prepared. After Dr. 
Henry had entered his protest Capt. Timson 
refused to allow the soldiers to have assist- 
ance from any one near the polling place. 
Only 79 ballots were cast. 

William J. Sullivan of 250 West Fifty- 
third Street. a member of Company K, 
Twelfth Regiment, was arrested yesterday 
morning as he was about to cast his ballot 
in the Fifth Election District of the Elev- 
enth Assembly District. The soldier ac- 
knowledged that he had not registered, but 
thought that, as a soldier, he had a right 
to vote without registration. He was held 
in $300 bail in the West Side Police Court, 
Commissioner William Dalton furnished 
bonds. 

The six Justices of the Supreme Court 
who sat yesterday in Special Term, Parts 
I. and II., to decide election cases, were 
ealled upon to pass upon the rights of a 
number of soldiers. Joseph Kahn, a mem- 
ber of the Twenty-second Regiment, was 
granted a writ of mandamus by Justice 
Freedman, directing the Inspectors of 
Election of the Eighth Election Dis- 
trict of the Sixteenth Assembl Dis- 
trict to receive his vote. Kahn, who is a 
Republican, claimed that he had duly reg- 
istered at Fort Slocum, from his’ home, 
196 Seventh Street. He was mustered out 
on Oct. 23, after the registration had closed 
here. He produced his certificate of regis-’ 
tration, with his regiment, and also a 
certificate from his Captain that he had 
not voted. 

William Henry Page. Jr., applied for a 
writ of mandamus to compel the Inspectors 
of the Twenty-fifth Election District of the 
Sixth Assembly District to permit John §8. 
Patterson of the Sixty-ninth Regiment to 
cast his vete. Mr. Page said Patterson 
had registered at Chickamauga from his 
residence, but came here on furlough gubze- 
quently, too late to register. He submitted 
a registration certificate from Patterson’s 
Captain. Justice Bischoff granted the writ. 

Ernest Kroning, who was a sailor on the 
United States shi Gloucester, applied 
through Alfred R. Page, Republican coun- 
sel, for a writ of mandamus directing the 
Inspectors of the Twelfth Election District 
of the First Assembly. District to accept 
his vote. He claimed that he left. the ship 
betore the registration of the crew, and 
did not reach New York in time to register. 

Mr. Page contended that, under the Sol- 
diers’ ac!, it was not necessary that Kron- 
ing should have registered on board the 
Gloucester, as he had the right to vote on 
election day. if absent from his ship, at the 
most convenient polling place. Mr. Page 
also arguec that the Secretary of State 
was the official who was bound under the 
law to register every soldier or sailor ab- 
sent from his home on _ service, and was 
bound to furnish a list of those he had reg- 
istered to the commanding officer of every 
vessel in the navy. This, counsel claimed, 
obviated the necessity for any registration 
by Kronging on the Gloucester and excused 
him for not having registered here. 

Justice Freeiman enied the writ of 
mandamus. He said: 

“Chapter 674 of the Laws of 1898 ap- 

lies to the navy as well as to the army. 

f the Secretary of State prepared a sen- 
eral register of the electors on board the 
vessel Gloucester and transmitted it to the 
proper officer in charge of said vessel, and 
the applicant’s name was included tne>ain, 
the application, upon proof of- these facts, 
might be granted. The papers contain no 
such proof. The application for a writ of 
mandamus must therefore be -ienied."

THE LONDON TIMES’S COMMENTS. 


The Puerto Rican Trade Regulations 
Tax British Patience. 
LONDON, Nov. ¥.—The Times says this 


morning: 

‘* Whatever may be the result of the elec- 
tions in the United States, the Administra- 
tion has gone’ too far to retreat on the Phil- 
ippines question. The American reply may 
perhaps modify the original proposals, but 
there is no doubt the main demand will be 
pressed to a successful conclusion. It is 
impossible to feel sympathy with: Spain; 
and we trust that, on the financial side, the 
Americans will show themselves generous 
toward a fallen @énemy.”’ 

After expressing satisfaction that ‘“ fut- 
ure misunderstanding will be avoided by the 
immediate adoption of a solution which was 
ultimately inevitable,” The Times says: 

“We trust that America has lexrnued to 
appreciate the fact that commercial restric- 
tion and imperial expansion do not thrive 
together. But it must be confessed that 
our sympathy with the Americans in their 
new course suffers a great strain by such 
blunders as the order for the regulation 
of trade at Puerto Rico, which reads as if 
borrowed.from the British Navigation acts, 
which the Americans found so oppressive.” 

The editorial concludes by expressing the 
opinion that the new policy and the promis- 
ing economic situation will prevent any re- 
eurrence of an acute currency crisis.

LONDON, Novy. 9.—A dispatch has been 
received here from the Baptist mission in 
the Province of Shan-Tung, China, which 
says the Hoang-Ho, (Yellow River,) has 


left its bed near the City .of Tsi-Nan-Fu, 
capital of Shan-Tung Province; and ficoded 
2,000 square miles of territoty. Hundreds of 
villages have been destroyed, a million peo- 
ple are suffering, and famine ‘s imminent.

CROKER’S WORK. 

To RICHARD CROKER and to him alone 
belongs the responsibility for the Demo- 
cratic defeat in the State of New York. 
He enforced his brutal and selfish will 
in the judiciary nominations at @ mo- 
ment when the tide was visibly carrying 
his party to certain victory. The eurrent 
was first checked, then reversed; at’ the 
end it swept the Democracy to defeat 
and the Republicans.to an undeserved 
victory given to them by the Democratic 
votes which CRoKER in this county had 
driven away from the party. 

The figures of the election make all this 
so plain that even the henchmen and 
lackeys of the boss, if the habit of 
servility has not extinguished all their 
spirit and most of their Democracy, must 
feel resefitment rise within them as at 
the Democratic Club or in his other 
haunts they gather about the sole author 
of VAN Wryck’s defeat. A comparison of 
the vote of Brooklyn with the vote of 
Manhattan and the Bronx tells the tale. 
Kings County gave to VAN Wreck the 
splendid plurality of 15,000, which is well 
above the normal Democratic plurality of 
that county. In the old City of New York, 
where Croker holds sway, the plurality 
was but 56,000, or 30,000 less than the 
figure that would have been reached in 
this Democratic year if the ugly menace 
of Crokerism had not risen to blight the 
fair prospects of the party and send 
thousands of Democrats to the ballot box 
with Republican votes in their hands, 
Throughout the State outside of this city 
the Republican vote fell off heavily, and 
the Democratic vote increased. Those 
conditions were reversed in Manhattan 
and the Bronx, where CROKER's brutal 
methods had stirred up a revolt. A Dem- 
ocratic plurality of more than 100,000 in 
New York City. would have given the 
State to VAN Wyck, and that plurality 
would have been”returned but for Cro- 
KER’s work, 

It was not merely the desire to admin- 
ister a rebuke to CRoKER for his attempt 
to enslave the bench that produced this 
result. Great numbers of Democrats, not 
only in New York, but in the interior of 
the State, refused to cast a vote that 
might help to extend the power of this 
coarse, vulgar, and unscrupulous boss 
over. the affairs of the State. He is es- 
tablished in this city and cannot be dis- 
lodged save by a revolt within his own 
organization. His growing disposition to 
force his way into the larger field of 
State politics leading up to his success- 
ful effort to wrest the control of the Syra- 
cuse Convention from the far wiser hand 
of Hitt has been resented by the De- 
mocracy of the interior. They distrust 
him, and they fear him. His capacity and 
his judgment are unequal to the place he 
aspired to fill in State politics. His rough 
defiance of decent public opinion and his 
close identification with all the scandals 
of Tammany government made him a 
dangerous man to intrust with the power 
of Democratic leadership in the State. 
The Democrats could not destroy him in 
New York, but they could keep him out 
of Albany. 

To the Democrats of Kings County, 
from the venerable MCLAUGHLIN down to 
the rank and file, including the worthy 
candidate now suffering under the keen 
disappointments of a campaign that has 
removed him from the bench and left him 
defeated, CROKER’s disastrous manage- 
ment of this canvass will be an occasion 
for anger and denunciation. The Demo- 
crats on this side of the river who are not 
of Tammany have always detested him. 
They will now rejoice in some measure 
that the calamity he has brought upon 
the party brings him nearer the end of 
his rope. Whether the elements of suc- 
cessful revolt may be found in Tammany 
itself is perhaps doubtful. If there are 
wifhin that organization any men of am- 
bition, with brains and courage enough to 
rise against Croker, to defy him and de- 
nounce him and attempt his overthrow, 
the city and the Democratic Party may 
soon be rid of a boss who is a curse to 
both. 


THE COUNTRY TO MR. M’KINLEY. 

The Administration cannot fail to see 
that the net result of the Congressional 
elections is a distinct check for the Re- 
publican Party. All the changes that 
have taken place have been adverse to 
that party, and the losses inflicted by 
direct popular suffrage upon issues which 
in the main were National amount to a 
direct and severe blow to the Adminis- 
tration. 

The causes have been unusually com- 
plex. Undoubtedly there has been hesita- 


tion, apprehension, even some alarm, over 
‘the policy that the President has seemed 
to have adopted with reference to Ori- 
ental acquisitions, Though this policy 
was not made a definite issue, because 
the Democrats took no pronounced stand 
regarding it, there is no room for ques- 
tion that it decided very many yotes. A 
much more concrete issue, and one that 
had great influence, was Algerism: The 
President is said to have remarked re- 
cently, in a tone of mingled amazement 
and resentment: “They blame ALGER, 
but I was the Secretary of War.” In one 
sense he was, since he-chose ALGER and 
kept him and made himself responsible 
for him, and even in the speeches of his 
recent tour tried to screen him. It was a 
terrible blunder, and Mr. McKINLEY will 
have to pay for it through all the rest of 
his term. Then, again, these influences 
were reinforced by the disappointment of 
a large number of Mr. MoKINLEy’s for- 
mer Democratic supporters over his neg- 
ative and barren policy in finance; by the 
discomfort caused inevitably by the heavy 
taxation for war measures; by the disgust 
bred of the arrogant partisanship and 
the greed for spoils shown by the Repub- 
lican leaders in many States, and by 
dissensions in the Republican Party due 
to these qualities in the leaders. 

The point of most interest is what ef- 
fect will this check have on the mind of 
the President? He cannot ignore it. Will 
it make him more sober and cautious, or 
will it inspire him with the idea that the 
safety of his party and of the candidate 
he hopes it will present again in 1900, 
depends on adopting an extreme course, 
involving the National honor and leaving 
no alternative but the Indorsement of its 
author? The latter would be a very bold 
line to follow. It might without unfair- 
ness be called desperate. There are prec- 
edents for it, but they are not found in 
the history of English-speaking peoples, 
and the consequences hav@ not been such 
as a faithful citizen would like to con- 
template. We shall not believe that Mr. 
McKINLEY is capable of temptation in 
this direction, but can any one who 
knows the situation deny that there are 
men of influence and authority very near 
to him who are not at all incapable of it? 

Whatever embarrassment awaits the 
President in this matter he owes to this 
class of politicians and to the counte- 
nance that he has foolishly given them. 
When he permitted Republican speakers 
in all parts of the Union to argue that 
t he Administration's foreign policy must 
be “sustained” at the elections, and 
when he intimated the same view over 
and over again in his own addresses, he 
invited the country and the world to be- 
lieve that a failure t6 secure a good ma- 
jority in Congress meant a failure to se- 
cure popular approval for the terms 
he was offering to Spain. He had no 
right to take such a risk, and he took 
it from motives that were not good. He 
had been implicitly trusted. Never had 
a people more generously and unquali- 
fiedly supported their chief representa- 
tive. Had he had the wisdom, the cour- 
age, the simple honesty to repay their 
confidence by firmly refusing to make or 
to let his party make his foreign policy 
the subject of partisan appeals, the elec- 
tions néed have had no bearing on that 
policy. They easily might, indeed, have 
resulted differently. 

To divorce that policy now from party 
aims or personal ambition will not be 
easy, but it is the plain duty of Mr. Mc- 
KINLey to undertake it. He must shun, 
as he would the plague, all thought of 
how his course will affect the fortunes 
of his party or his own. He must seek 
what is really best for the whole country 
and for all time, candidly taking counsel 
with the most trusted men of all parties. 
He faces as serious a problem as any 
President ever fazed. If he tries faith- 
fully and honorably to solve it he will 
save his country and his own fame, but 
on this condition solely. 


QUAY’S VICTORY. 

Our readers will find in our news col- 
umns the details of the amazing election 
in Pennsylvania. They can make their 
own comment thereon. The most ob- 
vious, and perhaps as edifying as any, is 
that if Pennsylvania likes the Quay 
brand of boss, Quay is of the brand it 
likes. 

Apparently it likes him quite as much 
as it did last year and even a little more, 
his course for the past twelve months 
having endeared him to its heart and 
raised him in its esteem. During tfie in- 
terval what seemed like a formidable op- 
position movement has been going on, and 
it has been distinguished from previous 
movements by the high position of some 
of its leaders. If Mr. PLatT had nomi- 
nated for Governor of New York, let us 
say, Mr. LEMUEL ELy QuiIGG, and Mr. 
CoRNELIvS N. Buiss had taken the stump 
against him and had accused both the 
boss and the boss’s candidate of offenses 
that would have banished them from the 
society of honest men, we should have 
seen something like a parallel to the po- 
litical situation in Pennsylvania; but we 
hardly think that the result would have 
been similar. 

Pennsylvania is a populous, prosperous 
State. Its resources are great and var- 
ied, and the general well-being of its 
people is of an enviable sort. But among 
their possessions sensitive self-respect 
does not seem to be included. Some day 
they may acquire it, and then, if he shall 
not previously have died of old age, 
Quay's downfall will come. 


REPUBLICAN VICTORIES BY DEMOCRATIC 
VOTES. , 

President McKINLEY was elected by 
Democratic votes. ROosEVELT has been 
elected Governor by Democratic votes. 
By what votes will the victories of that 
party be won when the Democrats, quit 
of Crokerism and of Bryanism, shail con- 
clude to be wise and united? 

The principles and the policies of the 
Republican Party are winning for it no 
support. In spite of his “ successful con- 
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duct of the war” President McKINLEY | 
sees the country go against him in the 
Congressional elections. __ 

Col, RoosEvEut’s ardent jingoism has 
failed to awaken his party. They would 
have let him be defeated if Democratic 
voters, repelled by Crokerism, had not 
come to hia support, , . 

Not even the loud alarm bells rung by 
the Republicans to arouse the people to 
the danger of free gilver have been heed- 
ed, Democratic Congressmen have been 
elected in this city notwithstanding their 
refusal to discuss the silver question. This 
is a sound-money community. ‘The elec- 
tion of the Democratic Congressional can- 
didates proves plainly enough that the 
voters are not afraid of free silver. That 
peril has passed. 

If the Republicans can rely neither 
upon the glory of the war nor upon the 
silver bogey to bring them victories, 
wherewithal shall they be saved?” Cer- 
tainly not by protection, for that is dy- 
ing, too, 

THE CRISIS AT PARIS. 

Unfortunately there is nothing intrin- 
sically incredible in the story cabled to 
THE TiIMEs yesterday of a plot to make 
the revision of the Dreyfus case the sig- 
nal for a rising of the mob and for a 
possible “coup d'état.’ 

There is no more inflammable human 
material anywhere in the world than a 
great pa#t of the population of Paris, and 
it has been brought by the agitation of 
the Dreyfus case almost to the point of 
spontaneous ignition. The journals which 
are most quoted in the cable dispatches, 
and which are in fact of the most weight 
and standing, may be those which exert 
the deepest and most lasting influence 
upon Parisian public opinion, but they 
are not those which exert the widest and 
most immediate. These latter are the 
yellow journals which find their account 
in fanning every sort of popular excite- 
ment, That a great part of the popula- 
tion of Paris is actually out of its head 
we are assured by the treatment which 
ZOLA has received, It is quite impossible 
to imagine any populace in {ts sane and 
sober condition so persecuting a writer for 
taking the unpopular side of a pending 
controversy, when his motive for doing 
so could only have been that the un- 
popular side was the side of truth and 
justice. : 

But of course the main factor in the 
abnormal condition of public feeling is 
the army. The French Army is a very 
popular institution, insomuch that the 
only tangible basis for the huge super- 
structure of Boulangism was the general 
belief that BOULANGER was the friend of 
the private soldier. In the Dreyfus case 
it seems that “‘the honor of the army”’ 
forbade the acknowledgment in the first 
instance of the mistake of a court-mar- 
tial. Then the honor of the army re- 
quired of its officers the most cynical ex- 
hibitions of dishonor. It required two or 
three Ministers of War and as many 
Chiefs of the Staff to order, to commit or 
to cgnnive at forgery and perjury in or- 
der to prevent the liberation of an inno- 
cent man. How this honor is “ rooted in 
dishonor” may be seen by the course of 
Gen, CHANOINE, the Minister of War who 
deserted his colleagues in the Chamber 
after listening without dissent to their 
conclusion in the Cabinet of the pro- 
gramme of the action they would take 
in the Chamber. A civil politician could 
never have held up his head again after 
playing such a trick. He would have had 
no political future. To do the press of 
Paris justice, nearly all the leading jour- 
nals have properly denounced Gen. CHa- 
NOINE. But it was not public opinion 
that he was engaged in conciliating. It 
was the opinion of his own class, of the 
army, and there has been no evidence 
that in the opinion of that class he has 
suffered at all. It is more probable that 
his brother officers applaud his adroit- 
ness in deceiving and betraying the re= 
visionists. ; 

There is plainly something very wrong 
with the moral and social standards of 
an army which instigates and approves 
the crimes of MERQIER, BOISDBFFRE, DU 
Paty DE CLAM, and the rest. Such an 
army is not likely to make any effective 
opposition to the work of a mob assem- 
bled to vindicate the honor of the army 
by killing its critics and sacking their 
houses. As for the “ coup-d’état,” that 
also would be quite within the possibili- 
ties if there were any “man on horse- 
back” conspicuous enough to be in a 
position to make it. BoULANGER lived 
and died before his time. 

The party column blanket ballot is a 
pretty clumsy instrument of vengeance 
in the hands of an incensed electorate. 
The voters of the County of New York, 
co.stituting the First Judicial District, 
have defeated VAN Wyck, but they have 
not elected Judge Day. There was no 
good reason why any Democrat should 
vote against his party’s candidate for 
Governor. There were the best of rea- 
sons why all right-thinking Democrats 
should vote for Judge Day. The election 
of VAN Wyck and the election of DaLy 
would have been a verdict of which no 
man could mistake the meaning. It would 
have been a direct and specific rebuke of 
CROKBER. It would have expressed with 
emphasis and discrimination the intent 
of the voters. But the indisposition of the 
mass of voters to take much trouble with 
their ballots is again manifested in this 
election. It was easier to put a cross at 
the head of the Republican column than 
it was to mark the ballot in such a way 
as to make it coynt for VAN Wyck and 
for DALY, so several thousand Democrats 
took that easy and unintelligent way to 
rebuke CROKER. 


Hampshire is not much of a racing 
county. But it contains Southampton, 
which is a port likely to be visited by 
Mr. RICHARD CROKER, when he is called, 
as he now appears to be called, from 
labor to refreshment. From Southampton 
it is but a short and pleasant journey to 
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the ancient cathédral and City of Win- 
chester, which the boss owes it to his 
own character as a person of culture and 
an archaeologist to visit. He might take 
the occasion to’ familiarize himself with 
the legends of Hampshire. One of these 
pertains to the Great Hampshire Hog. 
This celebrated and instructive animal, 
it should interest and may concern Mr. 
CROKER to learn, was killed in conse- 
quence of having too much cheek. 


Of course the announcement that the 
conferences.at Paris have been “ sus- 
pended”’ is very far from being an an- 
nouncement that negotiations have been 
broken off. Nor is there any danger that 
the latter announcement will follow the 
former. “The appeal to Europe” which 
Spain has threatened many times and 
made several times can no longer excite 
hope in any Spaniard, or apprehension in 
a man of any other nationality. An ora- 
tor in the Cortes last Spring observed 
with justice that if Spain meant to ap- 
peal to Europe she must make her ap- 
peal “ with free hands.” She could not do 
that then, and still less can she do it now. 
She might then have peddled the Phil- 
ippines among the powers in return fér 
favors, whereas she cannot now convey 
a clear title to an island in the group. 
Wherefore she will come to our terms, 
however. hard they may be. But the Pa- 
risian journal is of a very rosy optimism 
which interprets the suspension as mean- 
ing that we will give Spain a large 
amount of money¥for the Philippines and 
thus “conclude the negotiations in a 
friendly spirit.” Too many Americans 
are opposed to taking the Philippines at 
any price or at:no price to make it likely 
that many Americans are in favor of 
paying good “money for them. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


— The fact that the Spanish cruiser In- 
fanta Maria Teresa, instead of sinking soon 
after she was abandoned, kept afloat long 
enough to reach the shore of Cat Island, 
leaves Lieut. Commander HarRRIs in a most 
trying position, and however reasonable his 
explanations of the course pursued may be, 


they will at best amount to little more- 


than the confession of a serious error of 
judgment. And such errors are not for- 
given to the Captain of a ship. He is in- 
trusted with more power than is ever 
given, under a constitutional government, 
at least, to any man on land, but with 
the pewer goes an ultimate responsibility 
that is often cruelly strict. He can do 
what he will, practically, so long as he 
can prove that there’ was no other way 
of bringing his vessel safely to port, but 
the wisdom of what he does is judged al- 
most exclusively by its results, and, as a 
general rule, he is summarily condemned for 
failure. Of all the mistakes a Captain can 
make, that of bandoning a ship too soon or 
unnecessarily comes the nearest to being 
unpardonable, for abandonment is justified 
only when certain death is its immediate 
and obvious alternative. The Captain goes 
or stays as he deems best, but woe to him 
if his decision is wrong. Many a thorough- 
ly competent commander has had his career 
ruined, or rather @estroyed, by a miscalcu- 
lation of this sort. Vessels which such men, 
for apparently good reasons, considered to 
be on the point of sinking have remained 
afloat for days, finally to be taken into 
port by other men of better fortune rather 
than of greater skill. In the present case 
the circumstances were peculiar, and wheth- 
er they will serve as excuses or not re- 
mains to be seen. From present informa- 
tion, it must be confessed, it looks as 
though the Maria Teresa was left to her 
fate too soon, and that the Vulcan or the 
wrecking tug should at least have “ stood 
by” a few hours longer. 


——A too-impulsive writer in one of this 
month’s magazines credits the Spaniards 
with having inherited from the ancient 
Romans the wisdom to appreciate good 
roads and the skill required for building 
them. This conclusion he seems to have 
based on a hasty inspection of the military 
highway between Ponce and San Juan. H6 
might have searched all Spain and every 
one of her colonies for years without find- 
ing a dozen other specimens of good road 
building, but in the course of his investiga- 
tion he would have discovered that, of all 
the nominally civilized nations, Spain has 
shown by far the least inclination to imi- 
tate her nominal ancestor in this particular 
respect. At home and abroad the Spaniard 
ig usually contented enough with trails 
over which a mule can slowly walk under 
a light burden, and when he has construct- 
ed a route over which a strong wagon can 
be drawn by four or six mules—weather 
and the season permitting—he, if a ciyilian, 
has reached the height of his utmost ambi- 
tion. Of course, it is energy, not ability, 
that is lacking. These heirs of the Ro- 
mans, if one must call them so, did not 
receive even the proverbial shilling; they 
were cut off with a language. It is a 
beautiful language, without a doubt, and 
with it went a system of spelling that fills 
every writer of English with bitter envy; 
but as for roads—why, even New Rochelle 
could give points to any town and most 
cities in Spain, Cuba, Puerto Rico, and the 
Philippines, 


—Now that the election is over, it might 
be worth while to reflect on the absurdity 
of dividing off New York City’s voters by 
county lines. Quite extensive tours can be 
made at present within the limits of this 
metropolis, and not a few of its residents 
get that annual change of scene and air 
which has come to be regarded as a neces- 
sity of life by betaking themselves and 
their families, as Summer approaches, from 
the heights of Harlem, say, to the briny 
joys of Bay Ridge or Bensonhurst. Return- 
ing in the Fall from the seacoast to the 
interior, as it were, these people may find 
themselves disfranchised unless they have 
taken the precaution to pay rent in two 
places, and to perform other inconvenient 
rites connected with the preservation of a 
legal residence, They have not been out of 
the city, and still they cannot swear to 
that arbitrary and literal ‘‘ four months in 
the county” on which the right to vote 
depends. For the eléction officials it is as 
far from one end of the Brooklyn Bridge 
to the other as it is from Buffalo to Cen- 
tral Park. This may be one of the penal- 
ties of greatness, but it would seem to be 
an anomalous and unnecessary one. 


— Col. Hecker is returned from Cuba, 
and he has told Secretary ALGHR just where 
the American army of occupation should 
camp. Sound the trumpet, beat the drum, 
divide a barrel of hardtack among the 
transports, and let the invasion begin at 
once. There can be no anxiety now as re- 
gards the safety of our soldiers. Does not 
everybody remember what a brilliant, what 
a blindingly brilliant, success Col. HECKER 
was as Director of Railway Transportation 
while the preparations for war were in 
progress? Has there not been a great pop- 
ular demand that the title “ Duke of Tam- 
pa” should be granted to him as a slight 
token of appreciation for what he accom- 
plished there? To be sure. And in these 
past exploits there is good reason for 
prophesying that as a finder of good camp 
sites in the tropics he will stuff the National 
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heart as full of gratitude as a sausage is 
of—other things too numerous to mention 
in a brief paragraph, Moreover, isn’t it a 
matter of common knowledge that Col. 
HECKER knows all about the West Indies, 
and that he has a world-wide reputation as 
@ sanitary engineer? Of course it is, and 
equally of course he was just the man to 
“perform this most difficult and important 
task. By the way, did Col. HmcKER see the 
camp sites, or did the owners of the camp 
sites see him? This last question does not 
concern the public at all, we admit, and 
it has no special relevancy to anything 
whatever. Still, it is interesting. 


— Japan has in the Island of Formosa 
& possession that duplicates, on a small 
sale, many of the administrative, economic, 
and political problems which Cuba presents 
to her would-be regenerators, American and 
native. In Formosa as in Cuba, the cen- 
tres of population have for centuries been 
breeding places of pestilence, aggregations 
vf people rather than cities, and unpro- 
vided with even the rudiments of a sani- 
tary system. On assuming control of the 
island, the Japanese first turned their at- 
tention, naturally, to the remedying of 
conditions from which their own soldiers 
and officials were sure to suffer severely. 
This task, everywhere difficult, they seem 
to have found impossible of accomplishment 
in at least one instance, for they have 
just decided that it will be cheaper and 
easier tp remove the inhabitants of Teuk- 
cham, an important seat of trade, to a 
new site than it would be to make the 
present one even moderately healthful. So 
they have ordered 40,000 people towpre- 
pare for immediate removal from the in- 
fected and swampy ground on which the 
town now stands, and to take up their 
residence on a hillside several miles away. 
Here streets have been laid out on a 
plan like, but better than, the old town, 
and to every property owner there has been 
assigned a plot of land corresponding in 
position and size with that which he for- 
merly occupied. Sewers, railroads, side- 
walks, public buildings, water works, an‘1 
many other improvements have been pro- 
vided at Government expense, and, with 
further assistance, which the people will 
receive, it is expected that within twelve 
months the transfer will have been effected 
with an amount of individual loss and 
hardship not worth considering in compari- 
son with the benefits secured. Of course, a 
Formosan town is a very differont thing 
fram a Cuban city like Havana or San- 
tiago, and what is practicable enough in 
the one case could hardly be attempted in 
the other, but there is none the less a 
valuable suggestion in this Japanese short 
cut to health and safety. Cuba has many 
good harbors, occupied now only by small 
and easily handled villages. By judicious 
selection among these {t would not be im- 
possible gradually to attract population, 
especially newcomers, and so start even 
with the microbes and bacteria,

LOSS OF THE MARIA TERESA. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The loss of the Infanta Maria Teresa, and 
incidentally of the vast sum of money 
which the United States Government spent 
in the futile attempt to add the vessel to 
the navy, impels me, as a maritime engi- 
neer, to again criticise the "methods em- 
ployed by the naval officer in charge of the 
“ wrecking”’ operations, which have re- 
sulted so disastrously, and of the wrecking 
company which seconded his efforts. The 
obsolete methods employed by the wreck- 
ing company have again demonstrated their, 
utter uselessness, and the conviction must 
force itself upon every one that the proper 
methods for raising, floating, and towing 
vessels are not in use. . 


The official report of Lieut. Commander 
Harris makes it clear that there has been 
either. culpable negligence or culpable ig- 
norance. The question forces itself upon 
every one, “Who has blundered?’’ There 
can be no explanation offered for the loss 
of the vessel which will not leave the same 


thought deus new’ the same conviction 
that so one has blundered. The blame 
must fall upon the shoulders of some one 
or more of three parties—either upon Lieut. 
Hobson, who had charge of the floating and 
repairing operations, or the wrecking com- 
pany, which undertook to aid the Lieuten- 
ant and to ultimately deliver the vessel at 
the Norfolk Navy Yard, or upon Lieut. 
Commander Harris. who assumed command 


of the Téresa, after relieving Capt. Critten- 
den, an employe of the wrecking company. 

From th b 

e published accounts, Lieut. Com- 
mander Harris was not in charge of the 
Teresa until the wrecking company had 
given up all hope of carrying the Horesn 
through the storm, and when it became 
necessary to act promptly to save the lives 
of the crew. Too much praise cannot be 
given to this officer, whose bravery and 
good judgment, whose prompt action, and 
whose rare nautical skill prevented a catas- 
trophe more terrible than the loss of the 
vessel, 

The condition of the vessel, as described 
by Lieut. Commander Harris, makes it clear 
that she should not- have been permitted to 
sail from Cuban waters. The effects of the 
storm demonstrate that the patches had 
not been made with the skill and care ‘that 
ordinary engineering knowledge would dic- 
tate. The vessel was out only twenty-four 
hours when the leakage became sufficient to 
cause trouble in the fireroom and the coal 
bunkers. It was bad engineering or bad 

wrecking”’ to allow the vessel to go to 
sea in such condition that in twenty-four 
hours she was practically water ogged 
again. To stop all leaks with appliances of 
sufficient strength to withstand the strains 
which would enor f come upon them the 
moment the vessel entered the seaway 
(these strains being irregular but constant) 
is what the prudent engineer would have 
done. Allowing the Teresa to go to sea in 
the condition she was in is evidence of a 
blunder. 

From the installation of so many pumps, it 
is evident that those who had charge of 
the repairing had Jittle confidence in the 
efficiency of theirs®epairs. The fact that 
two hours after the breaking out of the 
storm the total capacity of the crew and 
machinery was employed in an attempt to 
keep the water out demonstrates beyond 
any cavil the utter uselessness of the re- 
pairs and patches. he discovery of new 
leaks after the vessel left port, the parting 
of the plates, is a refleetion upon the skill 
of those who had charge of the repairing 
operations. The man who does not know 
whether a vessel leaks above or below her 
water mark before putting to sea is not 
competent to have anything to do with the 
construction, command. or salvage of a ves- 
sel. The condition of the vessel, it is shown, 
was judged by her “appearance.” Such 
inspection was not sufficient; in fact, it 
was negligent. 

If there was as much vibration or flexi- 
bility as stated by Lieut. Commander Har- 
ris, a careful inspection before she left 
the port should have developed that, and 
temporary strengthening timbers. should 
have been added. That she was not struct- 
urally weak is demonstrated beyond ques- 
tion by the fact that the vessel ‘‘ shud- 
dered as she rose, after plunging into a 
heavy sea.’’ Storms are not unique occur- 
rences at sea: every mariner prepares for 
trouble;.yet in this instance no suitable 
provision was made to meet this storm, 
warnings of whose advent had been sent out 
by the Weather Bureau. The running in 
and out of the eleven-inch turret gun dem- 
onstrated tnis. Why were the guns not 
properly secured? 

It is not surprising to any engineer that 
the vessel sank. Any engineer who watched 
the work done on this vessel knows that 
the methods that were emploved were not 
scientific and sufficient. On July 25 Lieut. 
Hobson stated that the undertaking was an 
ordinary wrecking operation. Yet, the 
Maria Teresa is at the bottom of the sea. 
Who has blundered? :

ENFORCING SUNDAY LAWS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I would like to say a few words in answer 
to R. M. Birnie’s comments on my letter of 
the 25th ult. to THs Times. Mr. Birnie does 
not indicate the nature of the Sunday laws 
which he has requested the police to enforce, 
nor does he indicate in what. manner they 
are objectionable, unfortunately, as full 
knowledge of the question at issue is essen- 
tial to its intelligent discussion. And he 
does not state what portion of the east side 
he has reference to, again unfortunately. 

He says that as the representative of 
twenty-one churches on the east side he has 
requested the police (under the present ad- 
ministration) to enforce certain Sunday 
laws, which they promised to do, but failed 
in the performance of that promise. As to 
the fact in the case, Mr. Birnie must know 
that he has not exhausted his resources as 
a citizen in his requests to the Police Com- 
missioners and Chief of Police. If he deems 
it of sufficient importance it might be sug- 
gested that the way is open for him to force 
the Police Department to perform its duty 
in the matter. It is not my intention to 
uphold the non-enforcement of law as a 


general principle, or to defend the present 
police administration. The question of Sun- 
day laws does not personally affect me, and 
should be inconvenienced only slightly by 
their strictest possible enforcement, but 
these facts do not blind me to the rights of 
others in the premises. 

Nowhere more than on the east side is 
there less excuse for Sunday laws—reference 
being made to what is known as the “ teem- 
ing east side.” To a certain extent buying 
and selling on Sunday here is an absolute 
necessity under present conditions—neces- 
sary for the health, comfort, and even life 
of the residents. It is hard to see why there 
should be objection to necessary Sunday 
selling—it is limited to localities, in most 

rt, and indulged in by the greater num- 

er of residents of such localities. 

Or is your correspondent’s sense of the 
beautiful offended, and ist wholly on art- 
istic grounds that his complaint is based? 
If this is the view he represents he may be 
assured of considerable fellow-feeling, but 
an artistic view may not interfere with the 
deeper one of human rights. 

Mr. Birnle’s. letter would imply that hoe 

laces much reliance on the letter of the 
aw. Then I, with Mr. Birnie, commend 
ex-Commissioner Roosevelt, for he certain- 
ly carried out the law to the letter to the 
extent of his ability.

Probably no class of children receive such 
sedulous and minute @are as those Wwhe 
eventually enter the great public schools of 
Great Britain. Everything from first to 
last that love and money can bestow has 
been theirs. The present communication is 
a striking comment upon all this affection~ 
ate thought. : 

The headmaster and the governing body of 
one of our great schools made arrangements 
for the physical examination of new boys 
on their entrance to the school, and this 
test is applied within the first few days of 
every term. 

It falls to my lot to make this,.examina- 
tion, which is as carefullyand thoroughly per- 


formed as if each life were about to be as- 
sured for a-large sum of money. My per- 
sonality and the name of the school are 
matters of no moment; the importance of 
the facts disclosed is supreme, and even 
from a national point of view. 

It must be borne in mind that this is the 
paystcal examination of typically healthy 
ads between thirteen and fifteen years of 
age, and in most cases the parents were not 
cognizant of any bodily defect in their sons. 

During the examination I had a single 
be for the fhdividual boy thus tested, but at 
the close of the examination of the first 100 
the results were so impressive that I re- 
solved to place them before the public, who 
are deeply concerned in the subject. They 
may be reasonably accepted as probably 
typical of any other set of -boys of like 
position and training, similarly collected 
without choice or discrimination. The an- 
alysis of the more important defects in the 
examination.of this 100 consecutive boys I 
now schedule, but I do not here place on 
record minor inperfections, such as stam- 
mering, the tendency to chilblains, defective 
teeth, and many other failings, all of which 
were the subject of investigation. 

With reference to the height and weight 
—the most valuable guide of all to the ed- 
ucator—I have recorded every variation 
above and below the average; those con- 
sequently are included who are only slight- 
ly, as well as those who are enormously, 
in excess or deficiency. 

The ‘deformities’ in the majority of 
cases have arisen after the child has left 
the nursery, and are due to faulty develop- 
ment from imperfect physical training, ag 
well as from vicious postures in the proce 
ess of education. They comprise lateral 
curvature of the spine, pigeon breast, 
knock knee, bow leg, and flat foot. 

There are also some congenital malfor- 
mations, interesting but unimportant, 

The varicocele in the majority of cases 
is trivial; and, even when severe, so easily 
and safely remedied by modern surgery 
that I am unable to understand why can- 
didates for the ‘“ public services” are still 
rejected on its account. 

The large number of cases of defective 
sight—in most cases requiring glasses for 
its rectification—and of albuminuria will ag~ 
tonish many.

THEIR FAITH NO LEGAL PLEA 


Qn English Jury Expresses the Senti- 


ment of England. 


@he Coroner Severely Denounces Mrs. 
Mills, the Healer—His Speech 
Cheered by the Audience.

LONDG@N, Nov. 8.—As foreshadowed in 
your Sunday cable, the verdict of the 
Coroner’s jury on the death of Harold 
Frederic is one of great, indeed, of sen- 
sational severity. After some unimpor- 
tant evidence, and a brief adjournment, 
the Coroner delivered an exhaustive sum- 
ming-up. He said there could be no 
doubt that the cause of the death was 
failure of the heart’s action, due to heart 
disease and rheumatic fever. 

The evidence of all the medical men 
was to the effect that the death was un- 
doubtedly accelerated by the want of 
medical treatment, and that if Mr. Fred- 
eric had continued under the tare of doc- 
tors, he would, in all human probability, 
have got over his illness. 

As to his mental condition, all the evi- 
dence seemed to point to the fact that 
the deceased was a strong-minded, ob- 
stinate, self-opinionated man. As to 
his physical condition, his right side 
Was paralyzed. He suffered from 
great bodily weakness, and was, there- 
fore entitled, in the eye of the law, to 
the same protection and care from those 
who had charge of him as a child would 
be. The evidence showed that, notwith- 
standing medical instructions to the con- 
trary, Mr. Frederic was allowed to drink 
what he liked, to smoke, to lie all day in 
the garden, and to take longer drives 
than he ought to have taken. 

There was no direct evidence to show 
that Mr. Frederic was a believer in Chris- 
tian Science, although he had on several 
occasions spoken in its favor. Mrs. Mills 
was not much in the actual presence of 
the deceased, yet according to the tenets 
of Christian Science her treatment was 
supposed to be as successful in her ab- 
sence as in her presence. 

The jury could consider whether the 
evidence was sufficient to justify them in 
charging Mrs. Mills with manslaughter 
on the ground that she neglected the duty 
of a guardian in refraining from calling 
in medical] aid. 

Whatever might be said ‘for or against 
Christian Science, no words of his would 
adequately convey to Mrs. Mills his utter 
abhorrence of her so-called treatment 
{Cheers,] and it was difficult to realize 
in these enlightened days of the nine- 
teenth century that sensible and intelli- 
gent people should lend themselves to 
such an absurd course of procedure. But 
the fact remained that a valuable intel- 
lectual life had been thrown away merely 
for the want of proper medical care. 

He had no doubt that both Miss Lyon 
and Mrs. Mills acted in what they be- 
lieved to be the best interest of the de- 
ceased, but they could not excuse hem- 
selves on #*at ground. 

The jury, after a brief consultation in 
private, returned a verdict of manslaugh- 
ter against Mrs. Athalie Mills and Miss 
Kate Lyon. The following are the ques- 
tions put by the Coroner, with the an- 
swers of the jury: 

“What was the cause of the death?” 

“ Failure of the heart’s action.” 

“Was death accelerated by the absence 
of medical treatment?” 

** Yes.” 

“What was the state of the deceased’s 
mind, sane or otherwise?” 

“Insane at times.” 

“ What was his physical condition? ” 

“ Physically incapable.” 

“Was he capable of taking care of him- 
self?” 

“e No.” 

“Was any person or persons criminally 
responsible for his death?” 

* Yes.”’ 

“Who?” 

“ Miss Lyon and Mrs. Mills.” 

The Coroner, having read the questions 
and answers, said: 

“Then your verdict is one of man- 
slaughter against Miss Lyon and Mrs. 
Mills? ” 

The foreman answered, “ Yes.” The 
counsel offered bail. The Coroner said 
the accused would be committed for trial. 
His inquisition would admit of bail with 
two sureties of £50 for each, Frank Har- 
ris, the editor of The Saturday Review 
and J. Scott Stokes, Mr. Frederic’s liter- 
ary assistant, became sureties for Miss 
Lyon, and the Hon. W. Rowley, brother 
of Lord Langford, and Mr. Cunliffe for 
Mrs. Mills. They will be immediately 
brought before the local Magistrates, 


JUSTICE NEEDED HERE ALSO. 


An Indignant Demand for the Punish- 
ment of Ignorant “ Healers.”

When one of them 
who had killed a beautiful girl was asked 
how he felt as he looked on her dead body, 
he answered “‘ Why, I didn’t feel any dif- 
ferent from a physician. I have done ail 
I could according to my knowledge. We 
can’t expect to cure everybody.’’ 

Can nothing be done to prevent these peo- 
ple from carrying on their murdering trade? 
They are ignorant, as a rule, and shame- 
fully ignorant, of the human body and its 
@iseases. Must they always escape the con- 


sequences of their crimes because the wo- 
man who invented the system was cunning 
venough to tack the word Christian to its 
tenets and so deceive those they are draw- 
ing into their net? There is nothing Chris- 
tian in it! They make jt their boast that 
nothing can hurt them, no matter what 
they do. As soon as one of them gets intro 
trouble, the whole body ‘“‘takes up the 
thought ”’ (as they call it) that nothing can 
hurt God’s child, and that neither jurors 
nor any other prosecutor will have power to 
punish them.

EMPEROR WILLIAM’S TRAVELS. 


Frenchmen Not Inclined to Shower 
Honors Upon Him. 


BEIRUT, Syria, Nov. 8—Emperor Will- 
fam is much displeased over several jarring 
incidents of his trip to Jerusalem. The re- 
ply of the Vatican to his notification of 
rights acquired at Mount Zion is considered 
extremely curt, while on all important oc- 
casions the French Consul General attend- 
ed in order to assert France’s guardianship 
of holy places. Moreover, it appears that 
the Sultan practically took forcible pos- 
session of the land he presented to Emperor 
William, the owner objecting to selling ec- 
clesiastical property. 

The eauthorities here tried to clear the 
harbor of all shipping yesterday, in view of 
the arrival of their rman Majesties, but 
the steamers of the Messageries Maritimes, 
the French steamship company, refused to 
leave. 


PEACE DISCUSSION DEFERRED. 


The Spanish Commissioners Had Other 
Engagements at 2 o’Clock Yes- 
terday Afternoon. 


PARIS, Nov. 8.—The United States Peace 
Commissioners fiad formulated an answer 
to Spain’s voluminous presentment of Fri- 
day last, but the work of typewriting this 
reply was too great to be finished before 2 
P, M. to-day, the time fixed for the meet- 
ing of the joint commissions. This fact 


was communfcated at noon to-day to the 
Spaniards, with a request that the meeting 
occur at 4 o’clock to-day. This request, 
however, was declined by the Spaniards 
on the ground that they had some other 
engagements for 4 o’clock to-day. Conse- 
quently the meeting of the joint commis- 
sions was deferred until 2 o’clock to-mor- 
row. 


THE QUESTION OF SPANISH BONDS. 


The French Embassy Acting as Agent 
for the Holders. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 —The foreign 
bondholders have at last moved formally 
to protect their interests in Cuba and 
Puerto Rico, The initial steps have been 
taken through the agency of the French 
Embassy, which in this case acts no longer 
as the representative of the Spanish Gov- 
ernment, but for French subjects. Through 
the Embassy a most formidable statement 
has been presented to the State Department, 
being an account of the various Spanish 
bonds owned by French citizens chargeable 
against the territories either seized or set 
free by the act of the United States Govern- 
ment. The sum total of these bonds runs 
up far into the millions. Just what it is 
é@xpected shall be done with them is not 
made clear. 

The United States Government, of course, 
will not pay them, but it may be that 
the French Government looks to it to cause 
the independent Government of Cuba to as- 
sume liability for the redemption of .the 
bonds charged against that island when 
that Government shall have been duly in- 
stalled by the act of the United States Gov- 
ernment. It is probable that other holders 
of like bonds—German and British—will take 
similar steps to have their claims brought 
through their diplomatic representatives to 
the attention of the United States Govern- 
ment, and it may even be that the holders 
of such bonds in Spain, though Spanish 
citizens, will take a like course, which 
would present a novel claim upon the gen- 
erosity of the United States Government, 


VERMONT ON THE PHILIPPINES. 


Both Houses of the Assembly Wish 
Them Retained. 


RUTLAND, Vt., Nov. 8—Both branches 
of the General Assembly of Vermont have 
passed a joint resolution approving of Presi- 
dent McKinley’s demands for the retention 
of the Philippines. The vote was undoubt- 
edly much influenced by views expressed 
by Senator Proctor in his address before 
them on Thursday, as there was no thought 
in that direction previous thereto. It was 
well known that ex-Senator Edmunds, Sen- 
ator Morrill, Congressmen H. Henry Pow- 
ers and Grout, with many leading citizens 
had given public expression in opposition to 
the President’s policy and demands. 


GEN. MILLER SAILS FOR MANILA. 


Last Expedition Ordered to the Phil- 
ippines Starts from San Francisco, 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 8—The United 
States transport Newport, bearing Gen. 
Miller and staff and First Battalion, Twen- 
tieth Kansas Regiment, and the Wyoming 
Light Battery, sailed this evening for the 
Philippines. 

This expedition is the last ordered to the 
Philippines, and Camp Merriam in this city 
is now a thing of the past, the only troops 
left here being those of the California De- 
partment. 


CUBAN COLONEL TURNS BANDIT. 


Force of Gendarmes Leaves Santiago 
to Hunt Matamora and His 
Band in the Hills, 


SANTIAGO, Nov. 8.—Matamoro, a Col- 
onel in the Insurgent army, and formerly a 
bandit, objecting to the hum-drum ways of 
peace, recently took to the hills with twenty 
men, and is now carrying on his old voca- 
tion, robbing plantations and farms of cat- 
tle and horses, committing highway rob- 
beries and setting in every way a bad 
example. 

Gen. Wood is determined to suppress 
Matamora, and a part of the gendarmerie 
is now ready, uniformed and drilled, well- 
mounted and armed, to do the work. To-day 
twenty men, under command of a iieuten- 
ant, left for the locality in which Matamora 
and his companions are operating, with 
orders to bring them all in, dead or alive. 

The general opinion is here that if 
Matamora is not suppressed he will soon 
have between one and two hundred re- 
cruits; but, now that the purpose of the 
authorities is known, it is not expected that 
many will join him. 


STREET CLEANING IN HAVANA. 


Flushing the Streets of the City from 
Fire Hydrants. 


HAVANA, Nov. 8—Street cleaning in this 
city has been undertaken on new lines by 
Acting Mavor Angulo, who is acting in the 
place of the Marquis Esteban, the latter be- 
ing on leave of absence. The principal 
feature of the new plan is utilizing the Fire 
Department as a street cleaning brigade. 
The main streets of the city are to bé flood- 
ed by hose attached to the hydrants at the 
street corners, and these are then to be 
cleaned down by the firemen. This new 
service was begun to-day, but it was ren- 
oe ag unnecessary by a heavy downpour of 
rain. 


Vaccination at Jibara and Holguin. 


SANTIAGO, Nov. 8.—The Reina de Los 
Angeles left this evening for Jibara.

Many Society People Among the Spec- 
tators—Two Riders Meet with 
Slight Mishaps — Results 

of the Races. 


The Autumn meeting of the Meadow Brook 
Steeplechase Association was held yester- 
day afternoon, on the new race course laid 
out recently by William C. Whitney at his 
Long Island farm, at Westbury. The day, 
which was absolutely perfect for racing, 
brought out a large assemblage of society, 
composed principally of the hunting sets at 
Meadow Brook and Cedarhurst, and many of 
the Westchester people. The course is laid 
out in a valley, surrounded by high hills, 
crqwned with handsome villas and, in 
places, covered with woods, which at this 
time of the year are masses of Autumn col- 
oring. The entire course could be viewed 
from the windows of Mr. Whitney’s cottage, 
in one of which Mrs. (Whitney was placed in 
a reclining chair. The judges and grand 
stands—now only temporary structures—are 


on slight elevations and command a per- 
fect view ot the track. 

There were seven races in all, and with 
one or two exceptions the mounts were 
gentlemen riders. Society began to assem- 
ble early in all kinds of conveyances from 
drags and depot wagons to basket car- 
riages and buckboards, A train from New 
York brought a number of men and one 
bookmaker, who was gorgeously attired in 
vivid checks and was sparkling with dia- 
monds. He took one bet of $200 from young 
Mr. Fleischmann. This was for the Ladies’ 
Cup. Mr. Fleischmann lost, and the book- 
maker disappeared. C. Albert Stevens acted 
as clerk of the course, Foxhall Keene as 
Judge, E. C. La Montagne as starter, and 
Messrs. William C. Whitney, John Sanford, 
F. Gray Griswold, H. B. Duryea and Oliver 
W. Bird as stewards. 

Mr. Whitney, in a Norfolk jacket and 
trousers of gray check, was early on the field, 
and remained until the last race was run. 
Many brought their own luncheons, which 
were set out on impromptu tables behind 
the drags. In a marquee there was a cold 
luncheon for those who did not belong to 
parties, for which a charge of $1 was made. 
There was also a two-dollar entrance 
eharge to the field, which gave some dis- 
satisfaction. Mr. Whitney heard of this, and 
provided a repast of sandwiches, bouillon, 
tea and coffee in another tent near the 
starters’ stand for those who wished it, and 
the gates were then thrown open. 

Among the most picturesque women on 
the grounds were Mrs. James Lorillard 
Kernochan and Mrs. Smith Hadden, who 
rode spirited horses and who wore short 
riding habits. Mrs. Hadden, in addition, 
when on foot had thrown over her should- 
ers a long ddock coat of black fur and 
silk. Mrs. Thomas Hitcheock, Jr., was in 
a stylish costume, with brown riding boots 
a brown ulster, and a brown derby hat, and 
a pair of opera glasses slung over her 
shoulders. On the drags were Mrs. Albert 
Stevens in black, with a blue and white 
lace fichu and a high black hat; Mrs. H. B. 
Duryea in a tailor-made gown of marine 
blue, a large hat with blue feathers, and 
blue sunshade to match; Mrs. J. Borden 
Harriman in a black skirt and a lilac blouse 
and a high hat with white wings and 
brown cock feathers; Mrs. Robert Stevens, 
in a sky-blue tailor-made gown with long 
redingote of the same material; Mrs. La 
Montagne in blue, Mrs. Clarence Mackay 
in black, Miss Brice in black, Miss Wet- 
more in a dark-colored tailor-made gown, 
Mrs. Sidney Dillon Ripley in a tailor-made 
gown of blue, Mrs, Stanley Mortimer in 
black, and Miss Eustis in a green gown, a 
black coat, and a hat of lilac and deep pur- 
ple velvet, 

The first race was for the Mackay Cup 
for bunt teams, and it started promptly 
at 1 o’clock to the solo on the cvuachhorn 
performed by Thomas Hitchcock, Jr. There 
were three teams—the Meadow Brook Hunt, 
H. P. Whitney’s Barry, R. Cottenet’s Red 
Baron; the Meadow Brook Hunt No. 2, with 
Maxwell Stevenson’s Paddy and J. L. Ker- 
nochan’s All Well, and the Warrenton (Va.) 
team, with W. C. Hayes’s Virginia Dare and 
H. K. Vipgut’s Hogan III. The race was a 
hurdle of about three miles over a natural 
country. At the second hurdle Mr. Vingut 
was thrown, but remounted immediately. 
The race was won by Meadow Brook Hunt 
No. 2. The second race was far more ex- 
citing. It was for the Ladies’ Cup, and 
was an open steeplechase for two miles and 
a half. The entries were Frederick Geb- 
hard’s Perion, Hitchcock’s Diver, W. C. 
Hayes’s Trillion, and Sidney Paget’s Gov- 
ernor Budd. Mr. Hayes rode Trillion, but 
Perion and Governor Budd were ridden by 
jockeys. It was a close race, and at the last 
furlong. Trillion, who had kept the lead, 
fell back, ana the four horses came in al- 
most neck and neck. The race was won by 
Perion. 

The Meadow Brook Cup race followed al- 
most immediately. In this Mrs. Smith Had- 
den had entered Sunbeam, ridden by Mr. 
Smith, and her anxiety about her horse 
was so intense that she was continually in 
and out among the riders before the race 
began. The race was one of three miles, 
over a regulation country. Louis Haight 
rode Samuel Willets’s Gimcrack, Harry 
Page, Mr. Paget’s Longfellow, ‘and Mr. 
Hayes, C, Albert Stevens’s Prince Charm- 
ing. The race was won by Palmer, entered 
by F. R. and T. Hitchcock, Mrs. Hadden’s 
Sunbeam coming in second. The post en- 
try, hunter’s flat race, and the friendly 
dash were run in succession, the winners 
being Mr. Hayes’s Virginia. Dare in two 
races, and Mr. Gebhard’s Perion. In the 
fourth race, Ultimatum, ridden by Mr. 
Haight, came a cropper at one of the 
hurdles. The interest was soon shifted to 
the pony races, which concluded the en- 
tertainment. These were ridden by Stan- 
ley Mortimer and Foxhall Keene and W. C. 
Eustis. Mr. Mortimer’s appearance on the 
track was greeted with loud bursts of ap- 
plause. This token of approval was after- 
ward shared by E. D. Morgan, who was 
seen on the other side of the paddock, 
which skirts his grounds, with four of his 
little children, the fifth and the new one 
being indoors.

DEATH OF MAX ALVARY. 


The Famous Impersonator of Sieg- 
fried Passes Away in Ger- 
many. 


A private cable message received in this 
city late Monday night announced the 
death of the famous Wagnerian tenor, Max 
Alvary. Two years ago almost to the 
week, news came that he was seriously ill 
in Jena. For several years before that he 
had been in poor health, but it was only in 
November, 1896, that the incurable nature 
of his malady became known. He was then 
operated upon for a stomach trouble said 
to be the result of cancer. His last ap- 
pearance in America was made at the 
Academy of Music late in March, 1894, 
when he sang Tristan to the Isolde of Frau 
Klafsky, who has also since died. 

Alvary was born in Diisseldorf, Germany. 
The exact date of his birth is not known, 
but he was not yet forty years of age in 
1896, He was a son of Andreas Achenbach, 
one of the leading masters of landscape 
painting. While at school.Alvary frequent- 
ly sang publicly in the churches. His mu- 
sical study was pursued under the direction 
of the famous master Lamperti, though it 
must be admitted that his singing showed 
few traces of the pure Italian style of that 
teacher. He was not satisfied with the op- 
portunities offered him by the Italian 
operas, but desired to turn his attention to 
German works, and for this reason he 
placed himself under the tuition of Julius 
Stockhausen of Frankfort, a teacher of the 
highest repute. He made his operatic dé- 
but at the Court Theatre of Weimar, under 
the direction of Edward Lassen, and was 
very successful. His career in America is 
well known, and is an instance of the ad- 
vancement which awaits musical talent in 
this country. 

He made his début here at the Met- 
ropolitan Opera House in the season of 
1885-6 as Don José in ‘‘ Carmen,” and dur- 
ing that season was the second tenor of 
the company. His opportunity came when 
he first sang the réle of Siegfried in the 
first performance in America of Wagner’s 
opera of that name, on Nov. 9, 1887. He 
was at once recognized as an ideal inter- 
preter of this poetic réle, and, despite seri- 
ous faults in his singing, he became a pop- 
ular idol. It is with this réle that his fame 
is chiefly associated, and on his last visit to 
this country his performance of the part 
was as remarkable as it ever had been, al- 
though he was not so young a man by sevy- 
eral years as he had been when he first ex- 
pressed with such remarkable success the 
youthfulness and ingenuousness of the 
character. 

He became a great favorite with the audi- 


ences at the Metropolitan when Anton 
Seidl directed the German seasons there, 
and particularly with the young women 
who were regular attendants at the opera. 
He made his farewell appearance in 1889 
as Siegfried, and it was after that matinée 
that he was the subject of a demonstration 
that, remarkable as it was, showed the 
position which he held in the affections of 
certain of his admirers. A crowd of wo- 


' men, young and old, gathered at the stage 


joor of the Opera House, in Fortieth Street, 
and Alvary’s progress across the sidewalk 
to his waiting carriage was interrupted by 
the violent farewells of the crowd, and sev- 
eral young women are said to have em- 
braced him with an enthusiasm which he 
was powerless to prevent. He was a mar- 
ried man at that time, but this fact did not 
cool the affection of the young women, who 
were overwhelmed with grief at the thought 
of losing their favorite tenor. When he 
returned to this country in 1894 it was 
seen that he had still remained youthful 
and athletic, although the old-time furor 
of his admirers was not revived. 

His twenty-fifth appearance as Siegfried 
was reached at St. uis on May 8, 1889, 
his fiftieth at Hamburg on March 15, 1892, 
and his seventy-fifth at Strasburg on Dec. 
5, 1893. Alvary sang Siegfried in New York 
twenty times, in Hamburg twenty times, in 
Munich eleven times, in Breslau eight times, 
and {n London seven times. The principal 
cities of the world where he sang the part 
are the following, which are given in chron- 
ological order: New York, Philadelphia, 
Boston, Milwaukee, Chicago, St. Louis, 
Brooklyn, Karlsruhe, Hamburg, Munich, 
Augsburg, Breslau, Kénigsberg, London, 
(Covent Garden and Drury Lane,) Frank- 
fort-on-the-Main, Wiesbaden, Diisseldorf, 
Strasburg, Mainz, Halle, Darmstadt, Am- 
sterdam, St. Petersburg, Moscow, and Mi- 
lan. His one hundredth performance of the 
part at the New York Academy of Music 
in December, 1896, was made the occasion 
of a special demonstration. Alvary’s only 
appearance at Baireuth were in ‘ Tann- 
hauser’’ and “ Tristan und Isolde.” 

Alvary’s long illness. carried him into 
serious pecuniary difficulties, and Mrs, E. 
G. Love of &) East Fiftv-fifth Street has 
collected $3,300, which will go to aid the 
widow and nine surviving children. Addi- 
tions to the fund would be welcome. It is 
not impossible that some who got much 
pleasure from his admirably artistic work 
will feel inclined to aid his family. 

Alvary’s work was always characterized 
by devotion to the highest artistic ideals. 
He combined rare charm of manner with 
handsome personal appearance, grace of 
movement and beauty of voice. His per- 
formance of Siegfried will always be re- 
membered for the romantic nature of its 
acting and the complete justice of its con- 
ception. Alvary inherited some of his 
father’s artistic tastes, and is said to have 
assisted in designing he costumes for the 
production of alter Damrosch’s opera, 
‘The Scarlet Letter.”

WATER WAS “SBUSH.” 

“The water that’ was furnished for the 
use of the hospital up to Aug. 1 was that 
taken from the pipe line from Chickamauga 
Creek, and it was so full of sediment that 


it was simply slush. and was not water. 
There were no floors in any of the hospital 
tents at the time I reported for duty. The 
first tent was floored soon after the middle 
of July, although some were not floored 
until long after that. The floors in_the 
tents of the Fifty-second Iowa, the First 
Maine, and the Fifth Missouri were all laid 
after the troops had left the park and were 
never occupied by the soldiers,‘and never 
had cots placed in them. In fact, I might 
state that the flocrs were laid after orders 
had been received to pack goods prepara-~ 
tory to leaving for Anniston. 

‘ We had no trained nurses, Alf the nurs- 
ing was done by orderlies, and many of 
them were densely ignorant. When I was 
in charge of the wards of the Second.

In speaking of the infection of the camp, 
the doctor expressed himself as being of the 
opinion that a large part of the typhoid 
fever germs was carried around by flies, 
which invaded the grounds. In Dr. Smith’s 
judgment, the water supply was not con- 
taminated by sewage carried into it from 
the camp, but mainly by an inorganic sedi- 
ment, which acted as an irritant on the 
men’s digestive organs, and caused, in many 
cases, dysentery and other intestinal dis- 
eases. 

“IT never knew of more than two in- 
stances where I should say there was any 
amount of neglect in my hospital,” said the 
doctor. ‘‘ Yes, I saw sick men lying in 
their camp clothing becattse of the want of 
blankets, clothing, etc., to make a change. 
Usually within twenty-four hours after 
such a thing was discovered it was reme- 
died. There were times when we had not a 
single sheet or blanket in our storerooms, 
and many men were using private blankets 
brought from their companies. I went to 
Gen. Compton once and told him of the con- 
ditions prevailing in our hospital, and so far 
as I know he made efforts to have my

INCOMPETENCE AND NEGLECT. 


The Rev. George K. Hoover, a Chicago 
clergyman, whose son died in the Second 
Division Hospital-at Jacksonville, Fla., said:

In talking with ward masters, nurses, and 
othé®s I found what I thcught was unneces- 
sary fear of stating facts. .For instance, 
no one would talk to me without saying, 
‘You must not give my name, or I will be 
subject to punishment.’ It seemed to me 
that there were not enough nurses there. 
Having had experience along these lines in 
the civil war, I was satisfied at Jacksonville 
that there was somebody there either in- 


competent or else cruelly neglectful.”’

Rough and dangerous features marked 
many events of the amateur cycle race 
meet on the two-lap dirt track of the Park- 
way Driving Club, at Ocean Parkway and 
King’s Highway, Brooklyn, yesterday aft- 
ernoon.

On the second lap, on 
the off stretch, the men crowded together 
dangerously, and in a minute there was a 
big tumble, twelve men falling in a con- 
fused mass of broken machines and bruised 
bodies. R. Weir, a young rider of the 
Riverside Wheelmen, was seriously injured 
and was carried off the field semi-con- 
scious.

BIG LAND SUIT IN NEW JERSEY. 


Heirs of an Insane Man Sue for Ilis 
Part of His Father’s Estate. 


A suit involving the partition of an. es- 
tate worth about $500,000 has been entered in 
the New Jersey Chancery Court. The estate 
is located in Fort Lee, and comprises a 
tract of land amounting to about 300 acres. 

Robert Annett, an old citizen of Fort Lee, 


died suddenly in 1875, leaving several sons 
and daughters, and without making any 
provision for the division of his estate, 
One of his children, Hannah Hawes, short- 
ly after his death, filed a bill in partition 
for the purpose of dividing her father’s es- 
tate. The suit proceeded to a final decree, 
and the court appointed Commissioners to 
divide the lands among his children. 

About two years ago, Fletcher Burdette 
purchased a portion of the land, and his 
attorney, on searching the title, discovered 
that the Commissioners, through in ad- 
vertence, had divided the tract of land, 
amounting to fifteen acres, which had never 
been in the original bill. Mr. Burdette then 
filed a bill in Chancery asking the court to 
cure the defect in the old bill. It then ap- 
peared that Alexander Annett, who was a 
son ef old Robert Annett, was an inmate 
of the Ward’s Island Insane Asylum at 
the time of his father’s death, and had 
never received his share of his father’s 
estate, his share peing sold by an order 
of the court, because of his failure to pay 
his share of the costs of the original parti- 
tion suit. 

While the insane heir was incarcerated 
in the asylum the fifteen acres in dispute 
were divided into building lots and sold. As 
the tract was never legally before the 
court, the title ef the present owners 1s 
now open to attack. 

A large part of the property is along the 
Palisades, and is very valuable. The heirs 
of Alexander Annett are now seeking their 
equity in the property. The case will come 
up for argument before Chancellor McGill 
on Dec, 7.

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


With the elections out of the way, Many 
financial interests hitherto holding aloof are 
likely to become active in the stock market. 
Many of the most important of Wall 
Street’s big people for some time past have 
kept themselves away from the market, 
showing little or no interest either in fhe 
course of prices or in the several develop- 
ments that have been market factors. This 
inactivity has not been maintained because 
of any real fear as to election results them- 
selves, but rather on account of the existing 
uncertainty as to the outcome of yester- 
day’s voting. With results in doubt these 
larger interests seemed to feel that planning 
and making new stock market ventures 


was like working in the dark, 
*,* 


Undoubtedly there has been more or less 
hervousness over the Congressional elec- 
tions among conservative men. It has been 
only the smaller traders of the Stréet who 
have paid serious attention to the Guberna- 
torial contest in this State, but Congres- 
sional possibilities have received considera- 
ble attention in important financial circles. 
There has been apprehension, but it has 
only been influential in delaying speculative 
plans. There has been no liquidation; in- 
deed, strong confidence among the big in- 
terests has shown in their largely increased 
buying of high-class investment securities. 
Pending the election, the strong financial 
combinations withdrew from the speculative 
markets; with election uncertainties re- 
moved they are likely to resume where they 
left off. Many of them, in fact, have made 


promises to do so, 


*,.* 


The effect of yesterday’s voting on Euro- 
pean financial sentiment remains to be seen, 
Wall Street will closely watch for develop- 
ments in this quarter. Foreign investors 
have their own troublesome uncertainties 
to contend with, and these have had much 
to do with their recent operations in Amer- 
ican securities, But the results of the elec- 
tions here are matters having direct bear- 
ing upon American stocks and bonds, and 
upon them alone. And Europe is quite like- 
ly to act immediately in obedience to this 
new influence. 


PROGRESS STEADY AND SURE. 


Discussing current business conditions 
yesterday with a representative of THE 
NEw YorRK Times, Mr. John J. Valentine, 
President of Wells, Fargo & Co., remarked 
that he could not see anywhere the 
“boom” so persistently referred to by pro- 
tectionist orators. Mr. Valentine is con- 
vinced, however, both from personal ob- 
Servation and reports reaching him as the 
official head. of whe express company and 
bank of Wells, Fargo & Co., that substan- 
tial business improvement is being general- 
ly recorded. He said: 

“So far as my own judgment, observa- 
tion, and experience go, there has been 
a comparatively steady improvement in 
general trade for four years past. This 
movement I conceive to be chiefly due to 
two causes: First, the universal practice 
of economy by the people; second, the en- 
hanced prices of our grains, breadstuffs 
generally, and meats, due to the failure of 
crops abroad. As to the alleged boom re- 
ported by enthusiastic protectionist orators, 
it has no existence, so far as I have been 
able to discover. But the business com- 
munity feels satisfied that a steady bet- 
terment has taken and is daily taking 
place. 

“The condition of the manufacturing in- 
terests, particularly in New England, does 
not indicate any unusual activity. While 
the business situation shows up to ad- 
vantage in many quarters, especially in the 
West, progress does not seem to be very 


rapid in New England. Northern mill men 
may explain this by referring to the ad- 
vantages which the Southern manufacturer 
has by reason of cheap labor and the fact 
that raw material is so convenient to their 
Southern competitors. Those acquainted 
with New England conditions, however, do 
not find this satisfactory. They are in- 
clined to admit that the monopoly so long 
held in that section in cotton and woolen 
manufacturing, boots and shoes, and rub- 
ber has now passed away and that these 
industries are growing active in other parts 
of the country. New developments have 
brought about keener competition, strikes, 
failures, and the stoppage of mill ma- 
chinery. 

“Against this there are certainly feat- 
ures of encouragement to be noted, but 
business men do not find them consequential 
enough to lead to a profitable disposition of 
goods. It might be added that cotton 
goods concerns in Massachusetts also en- 
counter strong opposition from Canadian 
mills, although the latter have to obtain 
raw cotton further away and to forward 
finished goods to customers who are like- 
wise more distant from the place of manu- 
facture. A better feeling, however, is no- 
ticeable in the Northern manufacturing 
localities. But it is always to be remem- 
bered that activity in the movement either 
of prices or merchandise which is not 
based on a production that finds a proper 
market is inevitably ephemeral, mislead- 
ing, and disastrous. 

“The favorable condition in recent years 
of those who have furnished our home 
markets and the world with agricultural 
produce has made a healthy impression in 
every business quarter of the land. Evi- 
dence of the gradual growth of trade and 
commerce is conspicuously shown on all 
sides.

OUTLOOK FOR WHEAT EXPORTS. 


Says a Western authority discussing the 


wheat export outlook: 

‘Let us see what truth there is in the 
statement so general that ‘the edge is off 
the cash and export demand.’ There were 
sold by Chicago men yesterday a total of 
450,000 bushels of wheat, nearly all of it for 
export. Of this 240,000 bushels was Kansas 
hard, at Kansas City, for export by way 
of gulf ports, sold by Snyiacker, Fyfee & 
Co.; 160,000 bushels, mostly of No. 1 North- 
ern, sold by Bartlett, Frazier & Co., and 
50,000 by Hotchkiss, a local broker. At the 
close New York reported sales at the sea- 
boards to exporters of 520,000 bushels. There 
were shipped from nine primary Western 
points for the twenty-four hours a total of 
1,020,000 bushels, and cleared from the sea- 
boards for the same time 606,000 bushels of 
wheat, 75,247 barrels of flour, an equivalent 
of 945,000 bushels of wheat. In the five days 
ended yesterday Atlantic seaboard clearings 
have aggregated 3,998,000 bushels, and will 
undoubteaiy show close to 6,000,000 bushels 
from both coasts for the week, against a 
total for the week a year ago of 5,590,000 
bushels, which at that time were called 
enormous. In the five days this week re- 
ceipts at nine primary estern points have 
been 8,796,000 bushels, shipments 5,659,000 
bushels, the latter being about 64 per cent. 
of the former. Last year for the same time 
the receipts were 6,751,000 bushels, the ship- 
ments 2,775,000, the latter being only about 
43 per cent. of the former. Perhaps ‘the 
edge is off the cash and export demand.’ If 
so, the figures lie.

Decree of Foreclosure and Sale Issued 
Against the Chicago and Ohio 
River Railroad. | 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Nov. 8-—In the 
United States Circuit Court to-day Judge 
Allen entered a decree of foreclosure and { 
sale in the case of the New England Trust 


Company against the Chicago and «Ohio 
River Railroad on a mortgage for $300,000, 
executed ‘n May, 1886, on which interest 


was defaulted. 
The road has been absorbed by the Pe- 
oria, Decatur and Evansville Railroad. 


NEW ROUTE TO CANADA. 


Practical Effect of the New Rutland- 
Canadian Project. 


The incorporation of the Rutland and 
Canadian Railroad Company by the Ver- 
mont Legislature is designed to aid the pro- 
ject of the New York syndicate which re- 
cently purchased the control of the Rut- 
land Railroad, and it is also supposed to be 
connected with the reorganization of the 
Central Verfmont Railroad. The new com- 
pany with a capital stock of $1,000,000 has 
the right, under its charter, of constructing 
a railroad from Burlington to the Canadian 
line. The old Rutland road runs from Bel- 
lows Falls to Burlington, a distance of 119 
miles, and the new company proposes to 
build an extension of the Rutland along the 
shore of Lake Champlain to the Canadian 
line at Alburgh on the Central Vermont 
Railroad. 

One of the incorporators of this new com- 
pany is W. Seward Webb, who is credited 
with representing the Vanderbilt interests. 
He-is an active member ofthe syndicate 
that now controls the Rutland Railroad, 


and he is also one of the incorporators of 
the proposed Central Vermont Railway 
Company, which is intended to carry out 
the plan of the Baker Reorganization Com- 
mittee.. If the plans of the New York syn- 
dicate are successfully carried out the Van- 
derbilts will secure a new route and a 
shorter outlet into Canada. 

A bill has been introduced in the Ver- 
mont Legislature with regard to the reor- 
ganization of the Central Vermont Rail- 
road. It provides that if a majority of the 
stockholders cannot agree upon a scheme 
of reorganization the courts shall appoint 
a master or masters who shall devise a

CUSRASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—A message re- 


iyed..at,.the Navy Department to-day 
from Capt. Crowninshield, Chief of the 
Navigation Bureau, who is in New York, 
called attention to the report that the 
Spanish cruiser Maria Teresa had been seen 
off Cat Island, The Captain expressed his 
belief in the accuracy of the report, and 
suggested to the department that the re- 
pair ship Vulcan, now at Norfolk, be sent 
at once to make search for the derelict. 
The department acted at once upon the 
Suggestion. A telegram .was. sent to the 
commandant of the Norfolk Navy Yard, 
directing him to place the Vulcan in com- 
tnand of Capt. McCalla, the Captain of the 
yard, and send her with all dispatch to 
look for the Teresa. A similar order was 
cabled to Capt. Converse at Guantanamo, 
directing him to send the big wrecking tug 
Potomac from that place northward on the 
pBame quest. She goes in charge of Com- 
mander J. E. Craven, and- the department 
believes she will be in the vicinity of Cat 
Island within thirty-six hours. The Vulcan 


was one of the vessels which were towing 
the Teresa when she was supposed to have 
foundered. 

The department believes she will reach 
the scene of the wreck within forty-eight 
hours after leaving. Norfolk. Cat Island lies 
about thirty miles southwest of the spot 
where the Teresa. was last seen, and it is 
said at the department if the vessel did 
mot founder outright within a very few 
hours after having been cut adrift she 
would almost certainly have brought up on 
the shoal beach off Cat Island, for the 
wind and tide set directly on that beach. 
If so, the location is much more favorable 
for saving the ship than the position occu- 
pied by her off Santiago, where the bottom 
Was ‘covered with rocks, and the wreckers 
worked at great disadvantage. Capt. Mc- 
Calla was selected for the task because of 
his great energy and ability for this par- 
ticular class of work, and the officers be- 
lieve that if any man can bring the Teresa 
into port, he can . 

It is the belief of Naval Constructors 
that the Teresa took water aboard almost 
altogether through the decks, end not 
through the hull as would ap from 
the first accounts of the loss of the ship. 
These decks were rude, temporary construc- 
tions, and were entirely unsuitable for 
rough weather. The fact that the reports in- 
dicate that the ship’ settled by the head 
and that water ran into the coal bunkers 
and thence into thé firerooms goes to bear 
out the constructors’ theory.. It also tends 
to give color to the report that the ship 
may not have foundered at once, but haye 
drifted ashore on Cat Island. It is presumed 
that the wrecking company who had the 
vessel in hand wit take immediate stcps 
to recover the vessel if possible, in order 
to secure the large salvage which was 
almost within its grasp when the ship was 
cast off. 

Navy officers comment with some signifi- 
cance on the fact that no report of the find- 
ing the derelict was sent to the department 
until the news got into the papers. They 
infer that this was done to give the Mer- 
ritt Wrecking Company another chance to 
make their salvage. It is believed, however, 
that the tugboat from Santiago has got a 
clear start and should reach Cat Island to- 
morrow, and that in the scramble for sal- 
vage the navy will come out ahead.-The rep- 
resentative of the wrecking company on 
board the Maria Teresa concurred in the 
abandonment of the ship at sea, it is as- 
serted, all claims of salvage by the Merritt 
Company having lapsed. 





NORFOLK. Va., Nov. 8—The Merritt 
Wrecking Company has received informa- 
tion that the Teres is ashore at Cat 
Island.

THE PANAMA REACHES PORT. 


Report of the Finding of Wreckage Off 
Cape Maysi Explained. 


The United States transport Panama ar- 
rived yesterday from Santiago and Havana. 
She left Santiago Oct. 31 and touched at 
Havana on Nov. 3. Congressman Dailzell 
and party, who boarded her at Santiago, 
went ashore at Havana. The Panama 
brought ninety officers and soldiers, most- 
ly discharged men or convalescents, andthe 
members of the Third Wisconsin Volunteers, 
who embarked on the last outward passage 
of the Panama and were ordered home 
again on her. The Panama brought also 
the bodies of a number of soldiers who 
died from wounds or disease at Santiago. 

Regarding the report of wreckage found 
off Cape Maysi, some of which bore the 
name Panama and gave rise to fear that 
the Panama had been lost, Capt. Hanlon 
said yesterday that after leaving Santiago 
he ordered the vessel cleaned up between 
decks, and a lot of truck was thrown over- 
board, which doubtless drifted ashore.

Arsenal. It consists of twelve old smooth- 
bore cannon of the make of the last cen- 
tury.

FASTER TIME TO BOSTON. 


Extensive Track Improvements on the 
Consolidated System Cause Talk 
of a 41-2 Hour Train. 


Extensive track improvements, completed 
and under way, on the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad have given 
rise to the report that the managers of 
the consolidated system have decided to 
run a four-and-a-half-hour express train 
between New York and Boston. The finan- 
cial success of the Empire State Express 
on the New York Central, it is said, has 
impelled the New Haven and Hartford Di- 
rectors to comply with the persistent de- 
mands for a faster service between the 
metropolis and ‘‘the Hub.” The fastest 
train now running between those two 
points takes five hours. 

Some of the best engineers in the employ 
of the New Haven and Hartford have as- 
sured President Clark that with the im- 
proved roadbed trains can be run between 
New York and Boston as easily and as 
safely in four and a half as in five hours. 
In discussing the proposed new schedule 
engineers have suggested that the run be- 
tween Boston and Providence could be 
made in fifty-six minutes without a stop, 
and from Providence to New London in 
one hour and-ten minutes without~a stop. 
The distance from Boston to Providence is 
forty-four miles, and from Providence to 
New London sixty-four miles. 

Extraordinary improvements have been 


made in the roadbed of the consolidated 
— and much important work of this 
character is now going forward. On the 
Stonington division, between Providence 
and New London track layers are putting 
down 20,000 tons of new steel rails weigh- 
ing 100 pounds to the yard. It is expected 
that all of the work on this division will 
be completed before Christmas. West of 
New ‘London there is also a considerable 
amount of heavy track laying, and within 
two months the entire line between New 
York and Boston, a distance of 232 miles, 
it is expected will be in prime condition for 
fast train service. 

While no*details have been officially an- 
nounced, there have been intimations that 
the new fast trains will be put on soon 
after Jan. 1. The policy of the manage- 
ment, it is said, will be to run local trains 
ahead of the express instead of behind 
them, picking up passengers from local sta- 
tions and carrying them to the termini of 
the divisions, where her may take the 
through trains, which will be only a few 
minutes behind.
